TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 10 (AP)— 
The Kansas Corporation Commis- 
sion rejected the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co.'s application 
for a $3,321,000 rate incfease in 
Kansas today, on the ground that 
the company’s evidence did not 
comply with a state law. 

The commission sustained a Mmo- 
tion by its own counsel asking 
dismissal for the reason that the 
evidence did not, as required by 
statute, show the costs to the 
American Telephone and _ Tele- 
graph Co, and the Western Elec- 
tgic Co. of services and materials 
furnished by them to the Bell com-

“Supposing we were to become 
suddenly involved in another war, 
Adm. Denfeld, where would our 
Navy stand then?” 

Denfeld replied that the Atlantic 
and Pacific fleets “most assuredly 
could keep the enemy away from 
our shores, But to control the 
seas, to protect our vital com- 
merce and to win a war—that is 
another question,” 

Far more men and ships would 
be needed quickly, he explained. 
“There are around 300 combat 
ships in the ready operating 
forces,” Denfeld said. “These are 
being kept in the highest state of 
readiness that our economy will 
allow.” 

In all, there are 2400 vessels in 
reserve, evenly divided between 
the Atlantic and Pacific reserve 
fleets. Putting the Navy back ona 
full-time footing would depend 
largely on how long it would take 
to gather experienced men and 
place them aboard ship, Denfeld 
said. He added: 

“Fortunately we have a large 
and effective Naval Reserve, moat 
of whom are war-trained veter- 
ans.” The Naval Reserve numbers 
about 898,000 officers and men. 
“We will need planes as much 
as we will need men,” Denfeld 
said. “And the speed with which 
planes can be placed aboard our 
reserve carriers depends on how 
fast American industry and labor 
can build them, It's a slow process 
that might-take at least two 
years,”

Voters’ Reaction Obscure.

The other recommendations 
painted a picture of what Truman 
would like to see happen in the 
next 10 years.

Such ac- 
tion would reduce the inflationary 
credit base, or, in other words, 
reduce the number of dollars 
chasing goods and services. Now 
Republicans are saying that the 
President naturally thought a 
campaign year was the right time 
to cut taxes.

A powerful figure in national, 
state and city Democratic politics, 
Mr. Fordyce did not seek, public 
office. In 1916 he was chairman 
of the Missouri finance commit- 
tee of the Democratic National 
Committee. In World War I he 
was counsel of the War Finance 
Corporation. In 1920 he declined 
the post of special assistant to 
the Attorney-General of the Unit- 
ed States, to aid in enforcing the 
decree obtained by the Govern-

Supported Reed for President. 

He was chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee from 1926 
to 1928: district delegate to the 
national convention of 1928, and 
delegate at large to the 1932 con- 
vention, where he made the 
speech advocating the nomination 
of Senator James A. Reed of Mis- 
souri for President. 

He was the youngest of three 
sons of Col. Sam W. Fordyce, St. 
Louis and Arkansas railroad and 
utility builder and capitalist. He 
was bore at Hot Springs Aug. 11, 
1877. He attended Smith Acad- 
emy, preparatory school of Wash- 
ington University and was in the 
class of 1894. After graduation 
from Harvard University in 1898, 
he was in railroad work for a 
time before entering Washington 
University law school, where he 
took his law degree in 1901.

Union Trust Co., Coca-Cola Bot- 
tling Co., Houston Oil Co., Lam- 
bert Pharmacal Co. and the St. 
Louis Municipal Theater A'ssocia- 
tion. 

Mr. Fordyce represented the 
Tennessee Central railroad in its 
suit against the Southern and Ihli- 
nois Central roads. Waters-Pierce 
Oil Co. was his client in its fight 
for independence from Standard 
Oil Co. 

Counsel in Theater Suit. 

In the suit of Fanchon & Marco 
theater interests against Warner 
Bros., Paramount and R.K.O., for 
film use privileges, Mr. Fordyce 
was counsel for the defense, rep- 
resenting Paramount. Other noted 
lawyers, including the late Sena- 
tor Reed, were in the case. The 
defendant companies won the suit 
in federal court in the fall of 1935. 
Fanchon & Marco later got a 
settlement awarding them films 
for a 10-year period. 

In 1931, when Dr. Isaac D. 
Kelley was held for several days 
by kidnapers, Mr. Fordyce was 
attorney for the physician's fam- 
ily, and was spokesman for the 
family in the effort for his re 
lease, 

In his support of Senator Reed, 
he was active in the primary cam- 
paign of 1922, when the Senator 
won renomination over formidable 
opposition. 

Early in the era of national pro- 
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hibition, Mr, Fordyce led in the 
formation of the Association Op- 
posed to Prohibition. In a talk 
before an anti-prohibition women’s 
group in 1931, he said: 

“Some say we should live up to 
it while it is a law, but I do not 
indorse that attitude. Does its 
presence in the statutes make it 
right? I cannot believe it does. 
Personally I have been guilty of 
violating it, an action of which I 
am proud. I openly defy it; I 
flout it in every way; I encourage 
op rebellion against it.” 

Activity in Recovery Program. 

When Gen. Hugh S. Johnson 
announced the program of the 
National Recovery Administration 
in his speech at the Municipal 
Theater in 1933, Mr. 
asked him: “Must a man, to be 
employed, be required to join a 
union?” Gen. Johnson's reply was 
that the law said the man should 
not be coerced either to join or 
not to join a union. 

Gen. Johnson named Mr. For- 
dyce as a member of the District 
Recovery Board, and he was 
chairman of the Volunteer Cam- 
paign Committee for Missouri, to 
promote the President’s re-em- 
ployment program, 

His service in the American Bar 
Association included work as a 
member of the Committee on Fed- 
eral Taxation, and on the Juris- 
prudence and Law Reform Com- 
mittee. 

After the death of Msgr. Tim- 
othy Dempsey, beloved priest and 
charity worker, Mr. Fordyce, a 
Protestant, led the annual drive 
for funds for the charities. Fol- 
lowing the priest's death in 1936, 
the attorney headed a group rais- 
ing a memorial fund for the main- 
tenance of the charities. 

Mr. Fordyce was married in 
1900 to Miss Harriet Frost, young- 
est daughter of Gen. Daniel M. 
Frost, noted Confederate leader. 
For many years they spent their 
winters at their city residence at 
35 Vandeventer place, but in 1943 
sold it and occupied “Hazelwood” 
all the year round. It was the 
Frost homestead and is said to be 
the first brick building built west 
of the Mississippi. 


Committee of 6 Named to Help Plan 
Expansion of Child Guidance Clinic 


Advisory Board to Be Increased as More 
Groups Join in Support of Wash- 
ington U. Project. 


Appointment of a six-member 
advisory committee which will 
participate in the development of 
further plans for expansion of the 
Child Gufdance Clinic at Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 
cine and affiliated hospitals was 
announced yesterday. 

The committee, whose personnel 
was announced by Forest P. 
Tralles, chairman of the board of 
managers of the university's clin- 
ics, consists of two representatives 
from each of three participating 
organizations. It will be expanded 
on the same basis as other groups 
join in the support of the Child 
Guidance Clinic. 

The initial committee comprises 
S. I. Golman and I, E. Goldstein, 
of the Children’s Research Foun- 
dation; John L. Bracken and Mrs, 
L. Benoist Tompkins, represent- 
ing the Social Planning Council, 
and Dr. Borden Veeder and for- 
mer Circuit Judge John Calhoun 
from the School of Medicine. 

Plans are under way for devel- 
opment of a larger center from 
the Child Guidance Clinic, 4562 
Scott avenue. Since its establish- 


ment Oct, 1, its work has prog- 
ressed to the point where it han- 
dles from 25 to 30 new cases each 
month, Dr. Samuel Warson, as- 
sistant professor of psychiatry, is 
acting director. It has a staff of 
five. me 

Commenting on the co-operation 
of various groups, Dr. Robert A. 
Moore, dean of the medical school, 
expressed appreciation of their in- 
terest, particularly in+that shown 
by the Scottish Rite Masons and 
the Children's Research Founda- 
tion. 

“Proper care of children,” Dr. 
Moore said, “both mentally and 
physically is one of our major ob- 
ligations. -If we all work togeth- 
er, St. Louis will have the finest 
facilities and staff for a Youth 
Development Center in this coun- 
try.” 

When the center is developed it 
will function with the.aid of a 
professional advisory group com- 
mittee, composed of heads of va- 
rious schools and departments of 
the university dealing with such 
subjects as nursing, occupational 
therapy, pedjatrics, social work, 
and psychology.

Her husband, James 
Stanberry, Is. reported to have 
parted from his wife and her 
daughter, Mrs. Arlene Callender, at 
Kansas City and gone to Joplin to 
seek employment. 

Mrs, Callender, who accompa- 
nied her mother to St, Louis and 
then to East St. Louis, where they 
got off a train Friday midnight, 


told police that Mrs. Stanberry 
had voiced the fear that members 
of an illegal drug ring had trailed 
them from California. Mrs, Cal- 
lender, who is 19 years old, said 
her mother told her the narcotics 
ring sought to involve the Stan- 
berrys and she quoted her mother 
as saying: “I would rather see you 
dead than in a drug ring.” 

Police were called to the’ East 


St. Louis Relay Depot Friday mid- 
night by Mrs, Stanberry, who told 
officers she and her daughter had 
gotten off a train bound for Nash- 
ville, Tenn., after the train was 
temporarily disabled by a discon- 
nected steam line. She attributed 
the trouble to an attempt bythe 
narcotics ring representatives to 
harm her and her daughter. While 
the women were talking to the 
officers a railroad employe found 
a kit belonging to Mrs. Stanberry 
which contained a revolver and a 
dagger. Her purse contained cart- 
ridges for the revolyer and a sec- 
ond dagger. She and her daughter 
were then booked for investigation 
and placed in separate cells, 


Mrs. Stanberry also told police 
she had arranged with a railroad 
representative at Kansas City to 
be met in St. Louis by a railroad 
special agent, who would protect 
her and her daughter on the trip 
to Nashville. She said the agent 
did not meet her and inquiry by 
police failed to disclose any such 
arrangement having been made.

ARE LOYAL TO U.S.,

sia?” : 

He answered: “The reply- to 
question 17 also answers this one.” 

In answering the question on 
party loyalty to the Constitution, 
Foster Said the organization is an 
ardent defender of the “limited 
democracy” of this country against 
“reactionary enemies who would 
destroy ‘democracy and popular 
liberties.” 

He listed, however, a number of 
amendments the: party believes 
are needed, including one to abol- 
ish “the present conservative and 
paralyzing system of Government 
checks and balances.” ~ 

“When the workers and their 
democratic allies win political 
power and the United States be- 
gine to move toward Socialism,” 
he said, “the Conatitution will re 
quire further democratic amend- 
ment, or even rewriting, in order 
to facilitate the socialization of in- 
dustry, the development of a 
planned economy, the establish- 
ment of production for use Instead 
of for profit, and the introduction 
of the various other basic eco- 
nomic, political and social meas- 
ures which constitute Socialism.” 

Among amendments which he 


listed as required “under present 
political conditions,” were “provi- 
sions to guarantee the full rights 


work, the right to social security, 
the specific right of trade-union 
organization, the outlawing of an- 
ti-Semitism,” and ‘“special rights 

for women and children.” He did 

not specify what these should be, 
Peace Discussion, 

The Communist leader's discus- 
sion of the possibility of peace be- 
tween Russia and the United 
States was contained in his reply 
to-this question: 

.“Stalin told Willkie, Stassen and 
other Americans that it is possible 
‘for a society based on capitalism, 
such ag ours, to live at peace in 
the world with Russia. How do 
you square that with the Commu- 
nist position that capitalism, in- 
cluding that in the United States, 
is doomed and must be fought by 


Communists everywhere?” 

Foster cited “the most profound 
interests” which the American and 
Russian people have in common, 
‘and then said: “The national inter- 
ests of* America demand world 
peace and Soviet-American collab- 
oration. But in order that the na- 
tional interest may prevail in 
American policy, it is necessary to 
defeat the Truman doctrine and 
the Marshall plan.” 

Then, in direct answer to the 
question, he continued: “There is 
no inconsistency whatever between 
the policy of peaceful U.S.-U.8.8.R, 
collaboration and the Communist 
long-range conception that world 
capitalism will eventually be su- 
perseded by world socialism. Capi- 
talism in the given countries is 
doomed by ita own internal con- 


traditions and not because it 
tight be destroyed in a war 
against a powerful Socialist state.” 
Denies Moscow Direction. 
Foster was asked a series of 


questions involving the larger 
question of whether the Com- 


munist party in the United States 
is directed generally and in detail 
from Moscow. In general, the 
theme of his answers was—no. 
His explanation of the similarity 
between the policies of Com- 
munists in the United States and 
of Soviet.Russia was that Com- 


munists everywhere think the 
same, apply the same principles 
to a given situation, and arrive at 
the same conclusions, 

Question No. 11 was: “Why have 
you, other officials of the Com. 
munist party of the United States 
and “The Daily Worker,’ in com- 
menting on actions of the United 
Nations, always taken the stand 
that the. Soviet position is com- 
pletely correct and that the posi- 
tion of the United States or any 
other opponent of Soviet Russia's 
views is completely wrong?” 

The Communist leader replied 
with an attack on the “imperial- 
ist, Wall Street” American foreign 
policy and continued: 

“We American Communists are 
in full opposition to this whole im- 
perialist program, in gross and in 
detail, as being violently hostile to 
the democracy, well-being and 
peace of the American people, as 
well as of the rest of the world. 
That's the whole story in a nut- 
shell. ... We hold that the for- 
eign policy of the Soviet Union is 
a peace policy; that is why we 
agree with it and oppose Wall 
Street's war policy.” 


“Spontaneous Agreement.” 


He was asked: “Have you, as 
head of the Communist party of 
the United States, ever , differed 


with statements from Russia out- 
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lining the policy of Soviet Russia 
either internally or externally?” © 
He replied, in part: Marxists al] 
aver the world, aiming at the same 
Socialist goal and applying the 
same principles in evaluating eco- 
nomic and political situations, 
naturally tend to arrive at similar 
conclusions and policies. This 
spontaneous agreement among the 
Communists should surprise no 
one. It is the Red-baiters who, 
ignoring a like tendency to agree- 
ment among other ideological 
groups on a world scale, find it 
very sinister that Communists in 
various countries should think 
alike,” 

He added that there were occa- 


munists in various countries, but 
classed them as minor. 

Asked About Position Changes. 

Foster was asked: “If the po- 
sition of ‘The Daily Worker’ and 
of American Communists are not 
dictated by Russia, how do you: 
explain the abrupt changes of po- 
sition by. ‘The Daily Worker’ and 
by American Communists to con- 
form with the official position or 
party line from Moscow?” 

He referred back to his state- 
ment that Communists everywhere 
think alike, and said that abrupt 
changes in Communist poligy 
everywhere had been made So 
meet abruptly changing situations. 
In explaining why American 
Communists had opposed Amer- 


ican intervention in World War Il 
until the moment Germany at- 


to favor intervention, Foster said 
that the first phase of the war had 
been conducted in “the spirit of 
Munichism,” and that even after 
hostilities had begun, “the imper- 
lalist capitalists of Great Britain 
and the United States... would 
have gladly come to an agreement 
with Nazi Germany and Japan to 
establish a reactionary, even Fas- 
cist, world at the expense of the 
Soviet Union and other peoples.” 

Calla Question “Stupid.” 
Foster was asked: “Will you, as 
head of the Communist party in 
the United States, be able to an- 
swer these and other questions en- 
tirely on your own? Or will you 
have to consult with (a) Soviet 
officials in Moscow, (b) Soviet 
Russian representatives in the 
United States, or (c) other repre- 
sentatives of either the Russian 
Communist party or of the Com- 
munist international organiza- 
tion.” 
He classed the question as 
“stupid” and “Red-baitjng,” and 
said, “We American Communists 
formulate our own policies, with- 
out consultation with any outside 
forces.” 
The Communist chairman was 
asked to comment on charges that 
the Communist party in the United 
States is either an agent of Soviet 
Russia or believes that its first 
loyalty is to Soviet Russia. He 
replied: 
“The ruling class of monopoly 
capitalists, who dictate our na- 
tion’s economics, politics and cul- 
ture, are impressing upon our 
people’ a conception of loyalty 
which calls for not loyalty to the 
nation but Ibyalty to the capitalist 
system, to their’ so-called free en- 
terprise and to all the reactionary 
war policies that go with it... . 
We consider it to be our patriotic 
duty to fight against that barbaric 
system and all its 
works and to atrive for a social 
system worthy of a civilized nation 
—namely Socialism.” 

In reply to another question, 
Foster carried this further by say- 


ing “Communism is a higher stage 
of society than Socialism, and save 
for the Soviet Union, is not yet on 
the world agenda of practical polli- 
tics.” 

Foster, asked why Communists 
generally conceal party member- 
ship in the United States, denied 
that most of them do, and added, 
“If there are a minority who do 
not publicly announce thelr party 


‘membership this is because to do 


so would call down upon their 
heads serious persecution and dis- 
crimination.”

Filipino paratroopers chuted 
down to Shangri-La’s floor to pro- 
vision and succor the survivors, 
who lived 47 days among natives 
before being rescued, The Philip- 
pine-Ryukyus command now is di- 
recting a complicated operation 
for removal of the bodies and their 
shipment home,

greater, the Bureau of Mines said 
today.

“A Free People Will Rise to the Occasion”

N these days of shifting moods which 
| come over the land, there are genuine 

fears which plague our people. There is 
real concern that the shadowa of interna- 
tional ill feeling will cast us into the dark- 
ness of another and more terrible war, And 
in the midst of our greatest prosperity, a 
majority of our people do not think it will 
last. 

These are the seeds for a climate of 
doubt. They present a real challenge of 
leadership to our public officials and our 
people themselves, Yet, I am firmly con- 
vinced that the challenge can be met. 

I suppose that you might call my bellef 
in our ability to meet these new threats 
to Our survival an element of faith. Blt 
I am equally convinced that we will need 
more than faith alone to find the new an- 
awers to our: problems. I think we must 
find new patterns of thinking which can 
master the new pattern of destruction that 
has been cast upon us by the atomic age. 

I am certain that our democracy can 
give birth to the kind of leadership which 
will see the current crisis through. A 
free people, if given the opportunity to 
unite behind a common program, if given 
the facts and told honestly what sacri- 
ficés have to be made, will rise to the 
occasion. 

Our greatest dangers are those prophets 
of doom who would arouse within the people 
a sense of fear which would destroy us all. 
The fundamental article of faith in democ- 
racy must be that if the people are given 
the opportunity to make their wishes known, 
they will find the right answers. 


There is hope for peace today. Not an 


easy optimism nor an easy road to peace. 
We will now have to build the bridges 
which will orice more unify the world. Not 
through the quick and easy isolationism of 
Senator Taft, nor through the ‘“Russia-is- 
right-at-any-price” philosophy of Henry 
Wallace. But through patiently working 
out areas of agreement such as the recent 
United Nations conference on human rights 
at Genev& was able to reach. And through 
such measures as the Marshall plan we can 
help reconstruct the economic basis for a 
peaceful life among the peoples of Europe. 


At home it seems inconceivable that the 
people will allow run-away inflation to de- 
atroy our prosperity. We are now riding 
high. But we might well be riding high 
for a bust, unless we make known to our 
people the real ¢risis we face. We must 
ask all segments of our national life to 
make the sacrifices necessary to stem the 
inflation. Business, labor, the farmer, the 
consumer all must bend their energies to the 
primary task at home of achieving demo- 
cratic controls of prices. The entire struc- 
ture of a free world rests upon the con- 
tinuance of a stable and prosperous free 
American economy. 


I think we have the democratic leader- } 


ship inherent within our people to find the 
new answers in this rapidly changing world. 
I have firm faith in the generation now 
just making itself felt on the political scene. 
They learned how to master new and differ- 
ent tasks in winning the recent war. They 
will now apply those same lessons and expe- 
riences to building a long and lasting peace. 

In the end, faith in the people them- 
selves is in my opinion the real hope—the 
basis of democratic faith in a worried and 
war-weary world,

optimism. I fear very much that 
things will get worse before they get better. 

The American people are faced with two 
major challenges: the challenge of aggres- 
sive Soviet totalitarianism abroad; and the 
challenge of spreading economic instability 
at home. It is clearly within our power to 
meet both challenges. If we enact the 
European Recovery Program without eco- 
nomic reductions and without political con- 
ditions, we will go far toward reviving an 
economically productive and politically in- 
dependent Europe and thereby toward in- 
creasing the chances of peace. If we can 
prevent inflation from soaring further 
through a program of domestic allocations 
and controls, we can lay the foundations 
necessary to keep the inevitable break in 
high prices from convulsing the whole 
economy. 

But are we going to do the things so 
necessary to stave off the Soviet conquest 
of Europe and to prevent economic collapse 
at home? I do not think we are going 
to do them speedily enough. That is why 
I am constrained to shorfrun pessimism. 
There is every indication /that the Repub- 


licans, with the help of the Communist- 


inspired third party movement of Henry 
Wallace, will do their best to whittle down 
the Marshall Plan, There is every indica- 


tion that the Republican leadership will

continue its fight against an effective anti- 
inflation program. This can only mean the 
steady weakening of the democratic Social- 
ist forces in Europe before the Soviet on- 
slaught; it can only mean the gradual 
undermining of the foundations of our own 
economy. 

Eventually, I am confident, the Amer- 
ican people will awake to the double 
crisis—and this is why I still consider 
myself a long-run optimist. I think we 
will awake to the international crisis 
while it is still possible to resolve it short 
of war. I think we will awake to the in- 
ternal economic crisis before the business 
cycle goes all the way from boom to a 
1929 bust. The problems will be tough- 
er the longer we wait, but we may still 
be able to lick them without destroying 
ourselves or the world. 

In the long run, we have on our side the 
abundance of our natural wealth, the pro- 
ductive and technological genfus of our 
people, and, above all, the yet unexploited 
moral resources of our democratic faith. It 
is my conviction that a free society satis- 
fies the basic needs and values of man more 
than any form of totalitarian or police so- 
clety. For this reason, the broad masses of 
the world cannot but be on the democratic 
side in the long run—if the people of the 
free world do not betray their own cause 
in the short run. 

Whatever happens, I hope the youth of 
this generation will refrain from repeating 
the whimpers of previous generations of 


youth that all the troubles of the world 
were invented by their immediate elders. 
We are all part of history, and none of us 


can escape it. 


“We Are Rolling Down the Path to War”

HE POST-DISPATCH asks whether I 
T have faith in the future, and if so why. 

This simple inquiry has caused me con- 
siderable difficulty. I have faith in the 
future although there is practically nothing 
in the present situation which provides a 
basis for it. 

We are in a serious inflation, and the 
Congress after great deliberation has pro- 
vided us only with the Taft anti-inflation 
measure which might better be styled a Bill 
to Make the Inflation Permanent. 

We are in the grips of a drive which 
takes the form of an effort to eliminate 
Communists from positions ,of influence; 


but which has the effect of a determined 
attack upon any non-conformist political 
and economic thought. 

e are rolling down the path to war with 
the Soviet Union, and our efforts to check- 
mate Russia's devious undermining of the 
nations of Western Hurope and its ruthless 
aggressiveness, are being badly crippled .by 
attacks from both the left and the right 
within our own’ country. 

It is easy to say that I have a baste 
faith in the good sense, decency and abil- 
ity of the people of the United States, I 
have. But it is by no means clear, in 
our elaborately complex society, that the 
basic qualities of the people will be 
translated into effective action on these 
three critical fronts: economic, civil lib- 
erties, and international. This may or may

not come about; and it may or may not 
come about in time to avoid disaster. 

On the front of civil liberties, which is 
perhaps more susceptible than the others to 
the direct impact of public opinion, the 
year recently ended yields promise for the 
future. The magnificent report of the 
President's Committee on Civil Rights, un- 
der the leadership of General HBlectric’s 
Charlies EE. Wilson and Lever's Charles 
Luckman, shows that we are nearer than 
ever before to the real attack upon prob- 
lems of racial and religious discrimination. 
The magnificent and practically universal 
condemnation of the summary dismissal of 
seven employes by the State Department 
as alleged “security risks’’ indicates that 
the American people are keenly aware of 
the importance of the Bill of Rights. 

On the other two fronts, economic and 


international, the outcome will be desperate- 
ly in doubt until after the 1948 elections. 
I see little hope that anything of major 
consequence will be accomplished during 
the present session of Congress, 

Internationally, the crisis with Russia 
will probably continue to mount in inten- 
sity, The treatment required is not one 
that is suitable to politi¢s aas-it-is-played. 
It requires patience, firmness and continu- 
ity. >. Het requires that complete dedication 
to the cause of peace and humanity whicly 
will sustain large expenditures and dis- 
passionate dealing, based not upon the cer- 
tainty but merely upon the hope that these 
will avoid war: that time is on the side of 
the angels. 

It is not true that one man can do little. 
One man—or one woman—of stout heart 
and strong will, can accomplish miracles.

N the decade of the 1940’s I have seen 


| and I have played a modest role in 
history’s most gigantic forward surge of 


technology. Week by week through these 
years it has been my personal fortune to 
witness the solving of terrific technical 
problems that seemed the week before to 
be impossible of solution. 

It would be a strange young man who 
could come through such a stretch of hard- 
won but continuous advance in the daily 
work of which he was a part and still be- 
lieve that in the future mankind, unable 
to solve its technical and political and 
social problems, will send civilization blind- 
ly into smashup. 


As any objective person must, I face the 
fact that savage forces of intolerance roam 
the world; that they may, as has happened 
in the past, fetter the mind and the will 
of mankind in the chains of dogma. 

How may this be forestalled? By pre- 
senting a better choice; by deeds of aid to 
an afflicted world; by strong, clear affirma- 
tions of the hope and the promise that wait 
yalong the ways of freedom. We can’t in 
the long run have it good for ourselves and 
bad for all the other people of the world. 
We can’t eternally enjoy the fleshpots and 
the freedoms, while others starve. 

I have. faith, I suppose, that this coun- 
try will seize its opportunity and bear 
its responsibility because I believe my 
generation—and the older and the young- 
er generations. too, of course — have 
learned from hard experierice what they 
will strive to get and to hold; and also 
what they must ‘do to hold if. 

America of the mid-Twentieth Century

knows that it values its liberties above 
everything else. No one can tell the mil- 


‘lions of Americans who came through 


overseas war service that they have noth- 
ing worth effort to preserve, 


Their will is steeled, tempered in the fire 
of war. Their’competence is large and it is 
growing. They have balance; they don’t 
panic.» They will fight if fight they must; 
and the agency of their government where 
I work is doing its grim best to discharge 
its responsibility to provide munitions of a 
terrible sort against that last and saddest 
contingency of the future. 


But I believe the America of today and 
its fellow nations of the free world have 
not only the will, but the know-how to keep 
the conflict in which we are locked from 
going to the arbitration of armed force— 
from winding up in war. 


The problem of our time is to keep our 
shirts on; to work like hell for peace while 
being prepared to make war a very costly 
and unprofitable enterprise for anyone who 
insists on having it that way. 


No longer are we naive enough to believe 
that we will gain unassailable freedom for 
ourselves or for the world at one fell stroke. 
We're going to work this one out and we 
know for a certainty it is a long drill. We 
are past the point of expecting an early 
and definite victory in the clash of con- 
cepts that now ebbs and flows across the 
world. 


From the resolution that you see on 
every G.I.-captured campus of this coun- 
try, from the swell of determination to see 
this job through that is mounting across 
this land we can all take heart. Also pleas- 
ure of a sort. It is fun, in a way, to have 
a part in one of the epochal struggles of 
mankind’s troubled annals.

The map published in the Posat- 
Dispatch of Dec. 21 last showing the 
roposed site for a proposed World's 
air is very disturbing to many citizens 
. engaged in various business enterprises 
in that area, as well as the. great num- 
ber of residents living there in their 
own homes, 

It would seem'that to condemn for 
such a purpose the living quarters of 
so many people at the present time is 
particularly ill advised. Most of the 
homes in this section are owner-occu- 
pied, and they represent, in many cases, 
the accumulated savings of a lifetime. 
To condemn their homes and throw them 
out without furnishing them with other 
homes of equal quality in a neighbor- 
hood of equal convenience would be a 
rank injustice, Such treatment of our 
citizens would certainly increase the 
Migration of St. Loulsans to the county. 

Perhaps that is one of the purposes 
of the promoters. It will be noted that 
with one exception the committee chair- 
‘men are residents of St, Louls county. 
“Why don't they put the fair near their 
homes? The St. Louls Country Club 
grounds would make an excellent loca- 
tion to start, and additional acreage 
could be taken without dispossessing so 
many families, — 

The plan to take some 300 acres of 
Forest Park for such a purpose is a 
further disregafd of the needs of thou- 
sands of our youths for recreation. Have 
these gentlemen ever Observed the great 
number of young men and women who 
make use of these acres summer eve- 
nings, and on Saturdays and Sundays’?

A 1953 World’s Fair in St. Louis? 


St. Louisans are soon to be asked to put up built extending from the river front to Forest 


$1,000,000 to finance the initial phases of the 
proposed 1953 world’s fair. It becomes urgent, 
therefore, to take stock on this important matter 
and to decide whether the admittedly great risks 
involved justify the venture. 
* Just as the Louisiana Purchase Exposition of 
1904 was a great stimulus to St. Louis’ growth, 
prosperity and prestige, so would be a success- 
ful fair in 1953. But the world of today is far 
different from the world at the turn of the cen- 
tury, and we would be wise to face the facts. 
Last summer, the Chamber of Commerce 
made an objective analysis of all the factors, 
favorable and unfavorable, in the world’s fair 
proposal. Another report by the chamber’s 
World's Fair Finance Committee was made in 
October. One of the adverse factors cited was 
the disturbed international situation and the pos- 
sibility of war. 


Since then, the international situation has ma- © 


terially worsened. Our world-wide diplomatic 
duel with Russia has increased in_ intensity. 
There have been near-civil wars in Italy and 
France, There is bloodshed in Greece, Palestine, 
Indonesia, India and China, 

High building costs were considered by the 
Chamber last summer. Since then, costs have 
become even higher, and the nation is in a dan- 
gerous inflation spiral that may have, in the 
President's language, catastrophic consequences. 


What Financial Prospects? . 


It was estimated last summer that the fair 
would cost $53,000,000 and that it might well end 
up with a deficit of $7,000,000. What is the 
present estimate? 

When and if the original $1,000,000 is raised, 
and if it is decided to go ahead with the fair, 
it is préposed to sell' $8,500,000 of 4 per cent 
bonds. What is the prospect of being able 
to sell these bonds? Will St. Louis county buy 
$2,500,000 worth as proposed by the commit- 
tee? Can the city make a loan of $10,000,000 
to the fair organization as proposed? 

The finance committee hopes to get a dona- 
tion of $2,000,000 from the State of Missouri.. It 
also hopes that Washington will pay for a Gov- 
ernment exhibit. What are the chances that these 
sums will be forthcoming? 

If the fair is to be on a magnificent scope and 
scale—and St. Louis would be content with 
nothing less-—it must have exhibits from foreign 
countries. These foreign exhibits are the most 
interesting parts of a fair. Will the nations of 
the world, mostly impoverished, be able and 
willing to finance these exhibits? 

Just now Congress is being asked to spend 
many billions of dollars for the reconstruction 
of Western Europe. If the nations of Western 
Europe should offer to spend large sums of 
money to build and ‘equip exhibits in St. Louis, 
would not the fact be seized upon by mischiev- , 
ous enemies of the Marshall plan? Would not 
they say that foreign governments are using 
American money to advance their intérests at 
the’ St. Louls World's Fair? 


What About Slum Clearance? 


One of the necessary assurances for a success- 
ful world fair is that American science, art and 
industry will put up large sums of money to pre- 
sent their achievements. 
their full participation? 

When the fair idea was first broached, it was 
hoped that St. Louis could get rid of its slums, 
and otherwise make itself presentable for the 
entertainment of people from all over the world. 
It would be a major civic accomplishment, for 


, example, if all the slums from Fourteenth to 


Grand avenue could be torn down, and a mall

Park. But the Chamber of Commerce says: 
Because of the critical housing shortage in 
St. Louls, and because that shortage has 
found no solution since it developed ap- 
proximately five years ago, no consideration 
was given to the selection of a location for 
the fair which would involve the demolition 
of residential property—even of slum clear- 
ance—for all our, housing units of all kinds 
are sorely needed. | 
Would St. Louis be willing for the world to 
see these slums? The awful facts and figures 
about them were published the other day, Be- 
lieve it or not, this supposedly modern city has 
33,000 dwellings still dependent on outside privy 
vaults. "Way back in 1909, St. Louis passed an 
ordinance to compel landlords to install inside 
plumbing, but it remains unenforced. 


St. Louis Turns Industry Away 


Roy Wenzlick, real estate analyst, said re- 
cently on behalf of the world's fair committee 
that all materials, some now critical, would be 
available in sufficiegt quantity by the time con- 
struction began, This optimism is in contrast 
to the Chamber of Commerce report which said: 

There is little likelihood that the housing 
shortage will be overcome in several years. 

Until it is, the holding of a successful fair 

is jeopardized by the lack of surplus space 

to house visitors, as well as teclinicians, ex- 
hibit attendants and others who have busi- 
ness at the fair. 

St. Louls is now in the unhappy position of 
turning away new industry—new lifeblood for 
the city—and asking it to go elsewhere because 
we cannot house it and the people it brings with 
it. Those $11,000 jerry-built East St. Louis shacks 
are too representative of the type of building 
that is going on. 


New hotels would be needed to house the ° 


39,000,000 fair visitors that are expected, but 
should they be built while veterans and others 
may still be trying desperately to find a decent 
place in which to live? The Chamber of Com- 
merce says “it is doubtful that, under present 
high building costs, a successful hotel project 
could be launched and we have no buildings 
readily .available for conversion into hotels, as 
there is a shortage of suitable office space in the 
city and virtually no empty buildings.” 


Boldness vs. Rashness 


The Chamber concludes this section of its re- 
port by saying that the whole building situation 
might be radically changed by 1953, “provided 
‘particularly that there should be a general de- 
pression.” It hastily adds: “We would be and 
perhaps should be, the last to predict such a 
depression.” 

In Chicago, where a fair for about the same 
time has been under consideration, the Associa- 
tion of Commerce, which is comparable to the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, has rejected 
the idea as impractical and illogical. Mayor 
Kennelly now supports this opinion, which cites 
shortage of building materials, housing, hotel 
space and transportation. Further arguments of 
the \Chicago business community against a fair 
include inability of foreign countries to finance 
exhibits without aid from the United States. 

These are some of the questions that St. Louis 
should mull over before it makes a final deci- 
sion. It may be the questions can be answered 
favorably and that the city should enter the 
world’s fair project on the basis of calculated 
risk. But the questions must at least be ex- 
plored if St. Louis is to act wisely. 

In all civic advances, there must be a measure 
of boldness. But there is a difference between 
the fine quality of boldness and the foolish 
quality of rashness. 

Is the world’s fair proposal bold or is it rash?

A Futile Formula 

In replying to President Truman's “state of 
the union” message, Senator Taft spoke as 
though he already were the Republican presi- 
dential candidate. But aside from that, , his 
speech was disappointing—probably even to 
members of his party. ‘ 

The President's address, although certainly 
not devoid of political aspects, was a fair presen- 
tation of what he believes should be national 
policy in the year ahead. As such, its shortcom- 
ings deserved to be met with reasonable, feasible 
counter-proposals. 

On the basis of Senator Taft's record, these 
were to be expected from him, He has a good 
mind. But he preferred not to put it to full use. 
Instead of delivering,\a statesmanlike analycis, 
he went into a hackneyed political “act.” Presi- 
dential suggestions regarding everything from 
improvement of the social security system to 
strengthening of the armed forces were pushed 
out of the context of the times. Then it was 
easy enough to revile them as just more “New 
Deal spending.” 

im denouncing Democratic expenditures, Sena- 
tor Taft did not mention the terrible cost of the 
war, But when he got around to Democratic 
budget reductions, he discounted them,on the 
ground that it was no longer necessary to bear 
the fighting’s cost. Nor did he hesitate to assail 
some of Mr. Truman's proposals as hopelessly 
vague, and then to say just how many billions 


they would cost. 
Disappointment comes out of the fact that

Senator Taft is a better logician than this would 
indicate. For reasons obviously political, he 
threw logic to the winds. He tried obfuscation 
instead. He fell back on the old notion that a 
campaigner must attack his adversary—like the 
devil—in all his pomps and all his works. 

Having finished the agsault, however, the 
Senator, too, made promises about health, ‘educa- 
tion, housing, social security, etc. But he would 
turn the tasks over to the states—as though, 
even if this could be done, it would cut down 
the cost. This is the “we can do it better” line 
tried so often on American voters, and with so 
little effect. One hopes that the Senator has 
not set the tone for the 1948 campaign. What 
is needed is a man who offers intelligent solu- 
tions, instead of seeking power by castigating 
his opponent.

Critique a la Russe 

The editors of Pravda have just rebuked An- 
drei Platnov for writing for the Pioneers (the 
Boy and Girl Scouts of Russia) a fairy tale about 
how a breadcrumb triumphed over a crumb of 
gunpowder. Platnov was not scolded for steal- 
ing that old, old children’s story about the con- 
test between the wind and the sun to see which 
could make a traveler shed his coat, but for 
writing a piece “which reeks of cheap pacifisin.” 
Gunpowder can be a mighty fine thing in the 
right hands, said his august critics. But let's 
avoid that ancient argument as to whether the 
end justifies the means. 

A week or so earlier, Alexander Fadeyev was 
induced to apologize for his novel, “Young 
Guard,” avhich already has sold 1,160,000 copies 
in the Soviet Union and won for him the Stalin 
prize. He was taken to task by the editors of 
Pravda and of Culture and Life for implying 


that the Komsomols (members of the Young. . 
' Communist League) were rather better guerrilla 


fighters during the recent war than the old 
Bolsheviks. Result: a most abject apology from 
the author and a promise “attentively and loving- 


ly” to rewrite his best-seller to bring it into line- 


with the “high demands of the party and the 
Soviet people.” — 

No doubt, this technique of criticism has been 
most effective in Russia for a long time.. Still, 
before anybody plugs it for the U.S.A., may we 
suggest a trial on, say, John Steinbeck, James 
Farrell or, best of all, Ernest Hemingway? As 
soon as “The Grapes of Wrath,” “Studs Lonigan” 
or “For Whom the Bell Tolls”’—or any one of 
them—is rewritten, we will shut up.

European peasant democracy is being com- 
pleted. It moves to a close in grand and 
somber paragraphs, depicting scenes that 
will forever live in the hearts of men and 
women who love freedom and their neigh- 
bors. 

The Bulgarian Peasant chief, Nikola 
Petkov, was executed in September. As he 
faced his powerful enemies he never fal- 
tered nor wavered. He took his stand, calm 
and erect, beside all the brave men and 
women of history ; 
whom tyrants could 
not frighten. 

The modest, dar- 
ing, learned, self-sac- 
rificing Serbian Peas- 
ant chief, Dragileub 
Yovanovitch, sits in 
a Belgrade prison 
cell. 

The secretary of 
the Hungarian 
party, 
Bela Kovacs, was Juliu Menu 
snatched by the Russians and has disap. 
peared without a trace, The Polish Peasant 
chief, Stanislaw Mikolajczyk, has fled to 
America, 

Now Juliu Maniu and his principal asso- 
ciate, the “dirt peasant” Ion Mihalache, 
follow the procession of people’s champions 
into the confines of solitude. 

In Eastern Europe remains one grand 
defender of freedom, the Czech Eduard 
Benes, full worthy of John Huss’ nation, 
Worn, weary and a little wan, he has 
turned his face against the torrent of Com- 
munist totalitarianism sweeping about him, 
and hes implored his brethren to follow 
“the democratic way in disciplined, indi- 
vidual freedom.” 


A Nation Yearning, Striving 


I have known Jullu Maniu for two dec- 
ades. He first impressed himself upon me 
at a massive peasant meeting in the vast 
square of the Romanian city of Alba Julia 
in 1927. Some of my newspaper colleagues 
said there were 250,000 people gathered 
there. I had never seen so many Roma- 
nians before. 

Most of the participants were peasants; 
some were laborers, for the most part 
miners. Many had come long distances, 
bringing black bread to eat. Not a few 
were ragged and forlorn, They seemed 
thwarted, timid, helpless individually and 
wistful.” I thought I saw a nation there 
yearning and striving for a fuller, freer, 
better life, in rich Romania. 

A large part of them had come from 
areas that had been freed from foreign 
masters but nine years earlier. During 
most of its history, the Romanian nation 
had been under Turks, Russians, Germans, 
Hungarians; under Sultans, Romanoffs, 
Hapsburgs; under barons and counts and 
feudal lords, 

At last they had a state of their own— 


as of December 1918—but they didn't feel 
very free or happy or prosperous. They 
were ruled by a rather autocratic political 
organization, the Liberal party, which 
tended to repress and exploit them, 

They wanted their own peasant govern- 
ment, a people's government, an honest 
government without graft or favoritism, 
that would be fair “even to little people.” 

Juliu Maniu stood on a high, improvised 
platform, and in a simple speech urged all 
the people there to work for changes that 
would “turn Romania into a true mother 
of all her children.” 

It seemed to me a beautiful expression. 
It was a scene as from classic times. The 
epoch seemed new. The people were hope- 
ful. The enormous multitude raised their 
hands and solemniy pledged that they 
would continue the struggle until they had 
a good government. Juliu Maniu was their 
Lochinvar, 


Fighter for the People 


Already he was famous as a fighter for 


the people. He had two decades of atrugglie | 


behind him. For years, in the Budapest 
Parliament—his Transylvania was long 
part of Hungary—pe had defended his?na- 
tion of “shepherds and clodhoppers” from 
Hapsburg autocrats apd from Hungarian 
feudal lords, He had never failed his peo- 
ple, a minority group, never bowed to pow- 
erful rulers and had been incorruptible. 
The peasants loved and trusted him. 

Two tumultuous decades have passed 
since that Alba Julia meagng. And Maniu 
has kept on fighting. He has passed 
through many vicissitudes, suffered many 
defeats, been Prime Minister and simple 
farmer. He is still very poor, always in- 
corruptible. 

His country was occupied by Germans; 
then by Russians—as it had been occupied 
by foreigners 30 times in the past. His 
strivings toward reform were frustrated by 
selfish kings and selfish party rivals. Many 
of his associates betrayed him, He, him- 
self, made political mistakes. He chose 
some unworthy helpers, 

But he never lost faith nor his devotion 
to freedom nor his attachment to common 
people, 

At this most difficult moment of hia life, 
as his nation again passes under the yoke 
of foreigners, I am sure that Juliu Maniu, 
who is deeply religious and profoundly 
moral, reflects, 


“Brightest in dungeons, Liberty! thou art, 
For there my habitation is the heart— 


. , thy prison ia a holy place... 
—May none (its) marks efface! 
For they appeal from tyranny to God.”

Stalin agreed, however, to outfit

The following night, Dec. 4 
1941, with the Germans only a few 
miles from Moscow, Stalin enter- 
tained Sikorski lavishly at the 
Kremlin. At the helght of the 
party, however, he turned sud- 
denly to Sikoraki, 

“Now we will talk about the 
frontier between Poland and Rus- 
sia,” he said. 

Being essentially a military man 
and knowing that Russia was re- 
treating in the face of the Nazi 
tanks, Sikorski waa taken by sur- 
prise at this twist of Stalin's mind. 


He replied that he had no author- | 


ity to discuss such matters; that 
Poland assumed that the old pre- 
war boundaries would prevail 
once the war was won. 

"I'd like to see some alterations 
in those frontiers,” Stalin insisted 
over his vodka, “They'll be very 
slight alterations.” 

Bikoreki resieted this and Stalin 
dropped the subject, 

Following this evening, a joint 
Polish-Russian mutual assistance 
pact was announced. It pledged 
the two governments not only to 
fight the war until the German in- 
vaders were destroyed, but to pro- 
mote a “durable alllance of demo- 
eratic countries” for lasting peace.

Thia pact of friendship, signed 
by both Sikorski and Stalin, as 
published by Tess, official Soviet 
News agency, declared that after 
‘a victorious war and appropri- 
ate punishment of the Hitlerite 
criminals” there must be restored 
in Europe “respect for interna- 
tional law backed by the collec- 
tive armed might of all the Allied 
states.” ) 

Sikorski Stil Troubled. 

Sikorski left Moscow a troubled 
and bewildered man, On his mind 
was the fate of the 1,500,000 Poles 
in Russia—their misery, their 
hunger, their helplessness in the 
face of a desperate need. 

Still too clear was the picture 
of thousands upon thousands of 
Poles dying in the Russian camps 
from hunger and disease, He 
knew only too well that if the 
pact he had just concluded did not 
work, the 1,500,000 Poles in Rus- 
sia would be doomed forever. 

On the surface everything was 
all right. But the Red machin- 
ery was well under way. A_ So- 
viet news broadcast soon flatly 
stated: 

“The question of frontiers be- 
tween the U.S.S.R. and Poland has 
not been settled and is subject 
to settlement in the future.” 

Later, in London, Sikorski was 
informed by the British that 
Stalin had reported that the main 
part of the Polish forces in Russia 


'was being shipped to Tehran and 


North Africa “on request.” Stalin, 
who had promised only a few days 
before to supply th@#m, now ac- 
cused them of cowardice. 

No new word ever came of the 
whereabouts of the missing 11,000 
Polish officers. 

There were other disturbing fac- 
tors for the Polish Government in 


London, While Sikorski and Stalin 


were signing a joint declaration 
of their war aims against Hitler, 
Stalin was establishing the “Or- 
ganization of Polish Patriots” at 
nearby Saratov, under the leader- 
ship of a Polish Communist wom- 
an writer, Wanda Wasilewska, 
who later became a member of 
the Supreme Council, Wanda, who 
the prewar Polish 
town of Lwow, which was occu- 
pied by the Russians during the 
time of the Ribbentrop-Molotoyv 
agreement in 1939, is married to 
a Mr. Korniejezuk, a Ukrainian, 
who now serves as a deputy in the 
Soviet Foreign Ministry.

What does MacArthur think. of

It may be argued against 
him now that, being in his late 
60s, he is too old for the presi- 
dency, although he is remarkably 
well-preserved and younger in 
some Ways than certain of our 
Chief Executives have been in 
their 50s. | 

Leading champion of MacArthur 
for President is Col. Robert R. 
McCormick, publisher of the Chi- 
cago Tribune. On his veturn last 
month from a taur of the Orient 
and an interview with Gen. 
MacArthur, at which, he . said, 
politics was not discussed, the mil- 
itant Colonel said he thought Gen. 
MacArthur would be “the man” 
for the Republican party to draft 
as a presidential candidate, in the 
event a deadlock developed at the 
convention. As for the Messrs. 
Dewey and Stassen, Col. McCor- 
mick summarily dismissed them 
as “phonies.”

Even if MacArthur fails to get 


to the White House, except as a 
distinguished visitor, he may not 
be without influence in deciding 
who is to be the nation’s host 
there. In the coming campaign, 
Gen. MacArthur might affect the 
chances, for good or ill, of: that 
World War I artillery captain, 
Harry 8S.

President Roosevelt as a “shrewd 

leader” and the “old champ” 
when it came to vote-getting. 

7%. That MacArthur venerates 
the Old Guard political processes 
that made Presidents of such 
Republicans as Gen. Harrison, 
Garfield, McKinley and Taft, 

8. On the basis of his high rat- 
ing of President Taft, MacAr- 
thur might indorse the late Pres- 
ident’s son, Senator Taft, 

9 Next to Taft, he favors Sen- 
ator Vandenberg. 

10. But Douglas MacArthur 
‘pines for a “real champ” in the 

White House—namely, Douglas ° 

MacArthur. 

Since President Roosevelt and 
Gen. Marshall gave him the Go 
signal in the Pacific, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur has not been inclined to 
discuss American domestic poli- 
tics. Certainly he has not talked 
@s freely as in the days when he 
had his headquarters at Brisbane, 
was feuding with the White House 
and the State and War Depart- 


ments, and was threatening to 
come home and engage in the 
1944 campaign. 

It was in this atmosphere of bit- 
terness and recrimination that this 
correspondent flew over from 
Adm. Halsey’s headquarters in the 
South Pacific to payshis respects 
to Gen, MacArthur, commanding 
the Southwgst Pacific. 


Then, as now, Gen. MacArthur 
was a g’imorous figure in his 
finely tail.ored uniforms and his 
jaunty, bashed-in, gold-edged caps, 
Feeling himself neglected at home 
and a tragic “wounded lion,” as 
the late Raymond Clapper ex- 
pressed it, Gen. MacArthur wel- 
comed this correspondent to his 
lair and growled at the New 
Dealers, the War Department, the 
British Empire and sundry indi- 
viduals, notably Lord Mountbatten. 
Gen. MacArthur’s Political Views. 

There is no reason to believe 
that Gen. MacArthur has altered 
his political views since the last 
campaign, Because of wartime 
censorship, his views could not be 
reported then, but with another 
campaign under way they are not 
without interest. . . 

In concluding his hour-long, 
unusually frank interview, Gen. 
MacArthur, gesticulating with 
his briar pipe extended in his 
right fist, uttered some words 
which might apply as well to 
the 1948 presidential campaign. 
He said: 

“The war out here will be 
nothing to compare with the 
war back home when the ¢am- 
paign starts in earnest. It will 
break all records for bitterness 
and mudslinging, It will be the 

dirtiest campaign in history.” 

Some of our greavest generals 
have taken an active interest in 
politics. Generals Washington, 
Jackson, Grant and Harrison be- 
came President; Generals Leonard 
Wood and John J. Pershing never 
quite made the grade. Regardless 
of what the future holds for him, 
Gen, MacArthur's political views 
have a place in history, and here 
they are as I jotted them down 
in 1943 while they were still fresh 
from the oracle: 

“Tom Dewey can be\ nominated, 
but I very much doubt that he can 
beat :the old champ. Tom has al- 
ready shown his political imma- 
turity. He would be wise to wait 
another four years, and I think 
he knows it as shown by some of 
his statements that he will stick 
to his job as Governor. Still, if 
the Republican leaders pick him 
as a man who could win, Tom will 
have no choice but to run. If he 
refuses to take the chance against 
the old champ, Tom _ will be 
through. His party will never for- 
give him for running out. 

Dewey’s “Inexperience.” 

“Dewey showed his political in-

“Willkie won't be nominated 
again because he has already been 
beaten once and because he isn't 
a Republican in the first place. 
Said F.D.R. Would Beat Dewey. 

“Dewey can be nominated on 
his record in public office. No- 

ody, not even his political op- 
etl has been able to criticize 
his record as Governor. There 
has been no suggestion of corrup- 
tion or mismanagement. , 

“But if Tom goes up against 
the old champ, he'll be whipped. 
It'll be tough to whip the champ 
—it can be done, the people are 
eager for a change, but it can't 
be done with Dewey or Willkie. 

“That was a great speech Will- 
kie delivered in St, Louls, He 
made a telling point against the 
champ when he declared that a 
fourth term would menace our 
form of government as we have 
known it. That is the One point 
on which the campaign can be 
fought most effectively. The 
champ and hig followers have no 
answer to it. It should be driven

Russian Recognition of Markos 
‘Government’ in Greece Would | 
Put Hard Decision Up to US. | 


Aa) 
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Markos Vifiades. 


Already, of course, the Markos 
drive on Greece ig based squarely 
on support from the Soviet satel- 
lites, The main military base for 
the Communist general's unsuc- 
cessful drive on Konitsa was 
across the Albanian border five 
miles away. His propaganda 
broadcasts, it has been learned, 
emanate fram a mobile railway 
car across the Yugoslav frontier. 
This sort of thing is still wnoffi- 
clal—unadmitted. 

The Soviet bloc is thus as yet 
not finally committed, but the ex- 
pected official recognition of the 
Markos regime will commit the 
Soviets to open aggression against 
the Greek Government. 

The nature of the decision with 
which such a Soviet challenge will 
confront the United States can 
be understood from the fact that 
one reaponse now being seriously 
considered ia the eatablishment of 
a great Anglo-American base in 
the southern . Mediterranean. 

Three Main Alternatives. 

Three main alternative courses 
of action will in fact be open to 
the United States if the Soviet 
bloc recognizes and gives armed 
support to the Markos govern- 
ment. These three alternatives 
are now being anxiously debated 
by the American pelicy makers. 

The first is simply more of the 
same—more aid to the Greek Gov- 
ernment, with added emphasis on 
building up the Greek military 
forces. It is argued that if the 
Greek Army were enlarged from 
its present atrength of 150,000 to 
its wartime atrength of* 400,000 
men, and if it were completely 
equipped with American arma, the 
Greeks _would then be able to 
withstand on their own anything 
short of an -open, all-out Soviet- 
sponsored assault, 

On the other hand, such an 
army would constitute an intoler- 
able drain on Greek manpower, 
and on the inflation-riddled Greek 
economy. Greek economic stabil- 
ity, without which Greek political 
stability is impossible, would be 
ndefinitely delayed, 

Debate on Use of U.S. Troops. 

The second alternative is to 
send American troops to Greece. 
Both Greek Foreign Minister Con- 
stantin Tsaldaris, on his visit to 
Washington, and Greek Ambassa- 
dor Vassili Dendramis,’. are be- 
lieved unofficially to have request- 
ed American troops, 

There is some support for this 
proposal both in the State Depart- 
ment and in the Pentagon Build- 
ing. It igs argued that to send 
even a regimental combat team 
of 4000 then would serve to stiffen 
the backs of the Greeks and 
would be a token of American de- 
termination to thwart the Soviet 
push south. 

Yet there appears to be a grow- 
ing body of opinion against such 
a move, There are cogent argu- 
ments that to commit American 
troops to Greece would be merely 
to fall into a trap designed ,.by the

F any further proof is needed that the world is now in the zone 
of war, it is only necessary to consider the possible American 
responses to a Soviet recognition of the “government” of Geh, 


Politburo. A small force would 
be useless, except for morale pur- 
poses. A few thousand Americans 
could not crush ,the guerrillas 
where 150,000 Greeks have failed, 
and as soon as this became clear 
any Morale value from the pres- 
ence of American troops in Greece 
would disapprar. 

The only npally effective Ameri- 
can military action in Greece 
would be the sealing off of the 
Greek borders. If this could be 
done at all, it would require sev- 
eral divisions. 

Thus an important segment of 
Amcrican military force would’ be 
concentrated on one small point 
on the Soviet perimeters, leaving 
the Soviets free to shift their main 
expansionist drive elsewhere: to 


Italy, or to Persia, or to 
or to Turkey, sgt 


A New Approach, 

That is why an entirely new 
proach to the problem | scntiie. 
ing the Soviet push south ig being 
seriously considered, both ‘in 
Washington and in Londoh. 

This approach would. call for an 
all-out effort, both in the United 
Nations and through norma] diplo- 
matic channels, to persuade. the 
Kremlin that its Greek game is 
not worth the candle. It would be 
made clear to the Kremlin that 
the end result of an intensified 
drive on Greece would be the es- 
tablishment of a Breat Anglo- 
American military base within 
striking distance of the whole 8d- 
viet zone. Such a base might be 
in the Bengaul region tn Africa, 
now held by the British by right 
of conquest. This possibility might 
cause the rulers in the Kremlin 
to think twice, since the estab- 
lishment of such an Anglo-Amer- 
ican base would certainly be vast- 
ly unwelcome to them. 


Yet it is argued that if 
suasion failed, such a base wal 
provide precisely what American 
troops in Greece would not pro- 
vide. It would provide the capac 
ity to bring counter-pressure to 
hear, not merely at one point on 
the Soviet perimeter, but wherever 
a Soviet-sponsored push outward 
from the Soviet zone occurred. 

These are the broad outlines of 
the’ main alternatives which’ the 
American policy makers are now 
debating. Of course the final de- 
cision may call for combining two 
or more of these alternatives— 
possibly the Greek Army will be 
strengthened, while the establish- 
ment of an Anglo-American base 
is held as an ace in the hole. . 

The one alternative which is not 
being considered is a total Amer 
ican withdrawal from Greece, fdr 
the consequences of such a withe 
drawal are entirely predictable. 
Resistance to Soviet expansion all 
around the Soviet perimeters 
would immediately become mushy, 
and further Soviet expansion both 
into the Middle East and inte Aus- 


tria and Italy would only be a 
matter of time.

Yet, with all this diversity of 


talents, Grierson builds aturdily 
around a central core of demo- 
cratic philosophy and what he 
has to say is as refreshing and 
challenging as any similar col- 
lection of essays since the late 
Morr Cohen's ‘‘Faith of a Lib- 
eral,” 
A Rockefeller Research Fellow 
in social sciences in the middle 
twenties, the author gained his 
initial inspiration when he made 
a three-year study of American 
press, motion pictures, and other 
media for affecting public opin- 
fon. Back in Britain he built 
the Empire Marketing Board 
film unit into a school for atu- 
dents of the serious use of films 
in education, the wider education 
which, in the Dewey sense, 
stretches from life to death. 
From 1939 to the end of the 
war Grierson did a similar work 
in Canada, quitting only when 
the success of his venture was 
assured and when the U.N., in 
embryo, gave him. visions of en- 
tire worlds to conquer. 


Grierson's writings are here 
divided into six arbitrary parts: 
The background to documen- 
taries, the founding of the school 
.for documentary production tn 
Britain, the achievement of the 
documeptary, the Canadian ven- 
ture, the new concept of educa- 
tion through pictures, and the 
future of documentaries. Unity 
is achieved both through a lucid, 
enthusiastic style and through 
the faith which Grierson has in 
the innate wisdom and educabil- 
ity of mankind. 

Grierson’s commefhts are al- 
ways facile, often pertinent, 
whether he is discussing camera 
technique or the foibles of the 
American scene. His criticisms 
of Chaplin, Laurel and Hardy, 
the Marx brothers, Muni, Laugh- 
ton, are done with the aware- 
ness of an actor, Analyses of 
directors Sternberg, von Stro- 
heim, De Mille, Wyler, and Lu- 
}'tsch, Eisenstein, or Flaherty

tains Courageous,’’ “Dead End,”’

cording to Howells, to discharge 
“this debt, principal and inter- 
est.”’ 


' Lamon, Herndon, Nicolay and 
Hay, Tarbell, Charnwood, Bev- 
eridge and Sandburg all have 
Berry a victim of rum and In- 
solvent, an absconder without 
qualities of any sort to atone for 
“evil habits.” Or they otherwise 
find him no fit companion or. as- 
sociate for the rising Lincoln. 


The whole point of the first 
of the three books listed above 
is to “dispel the myths which 
have, becéme the orthodox ac- 
count of the Berry and Lincoln 
store,” The authora-—a grandson 
of Berry's sister and a son of 
Lincoln biographer William JE. 
Barton—contend that William F. 
Berry did not drink himself to 
death, that he did not die in 
debt, that he did not bring finan- 
cial troubles onto the store which 
Lincoln was forced to make good. 

Why then was Berry described 
as a drunkard and a bankrupt 
as long ago as 1860? # Messrs. 
Spears and Barton say it is be- 
cause the Lincoln campaigners 
decided that some scapegoat had 
to be found on whom they could 
hang the failure of the store. 
By that time Berry was long 
dead and it was convenient to 
make him responsible for the 
difficulties which overtook the 
partnership. 


The validity of this new ap- 
praisal of Berry can be left to 
the Lincoln experts—scholars 
such as J. G. Randall and Paul 
M. Angle, who will check the 
documentation which the authors 
offer, For the present at least 
Partner Berry’s name appears in 
a brighter light. It will be a 
curious comment on biographical 
writing if he should be cleared 
after all these years. 


The second book presents the 
short autobiography which Lin- 
coln wrote in 1859 at the request 
of Jesse W, Fell of Bloomington, 
a Quaker who proposed as early 
as 1854 that Lincoln and Doug- 
las debate the slavery issue. It 
is one of the most interesting of 
all Lincoln papers, and after 
years in the hands of Fell de- 
scendants, it now belongs to the 
Library of Congress. The editor, 
a great grandson of the man for 
whom the sketch was written, 
tells in detail the story of the 
close Lincoln-Fell connection. 
Fell, who was secretary of the 
Illinois Republican State Central 
Committee in the Lincoln-Douz- 
las campaign of 1858, has had

é6 HERE can be no lasting 
peace unless there is 
freedom of trade,’ says 
the distinguished liberal author 
of this book, Believing his chief 
task to be the liberalization of 
American policy he builds his 
case on the fact that our pro- 
tective tariffs have no longer 
any infant industry to protect; 
that many of the barriers were 
put on the books by chicanery 
and. are kept there by political 
pressure; and that they are a 
burdensome expense for the 
American farmer and worker 
they supposedly protect, 

He describes the Hull-Roose- 
velt reciprocal trade treaties as 
the first dent in our tariff walls. 
Currently he sees the greatest 
hope in the International Trade 
Organization, which has just 
completed its first round of mul- 
tilateral agreements, and which 
goes beyond the _ reciprocal 
treaties by attempting to break 
down the “invisible tariffs." 
One of the most interesting 
chapters in the book is on this 
subject, describing the archaic 
and onerous legislative and bu- 
reaucratic restrictions | which 
hamper the movement of goods 
in foreign trade, and of which 
all countries are guilty.

While free trade may have 
been good enough for Mr. Vil- 
lard’s father and grandfather 
(both active “free traders’’) he 
realizes that it is only a modest 
beginning in the breakdown of 
1r.any special privilege groups. 
Unfortunately he fails to stress 
the. neéd for balanced trade 
rather than free trade, taking 
into consideration the current 
jase of development of each 
country. Hconomic necessity has 
as much to do with formulating 
high tariffs as evil men. When 
the United States began Its ex- 
istence it found that taxing im- 
ports was the quickest way to

-that today, After the (Civil War 
our growing industries demanded 
high tariffs against competition 
from England; today Mexico's 
new industry feels that way 
about us. 


“oday we occupy England's 
former position as .the greatest 
industrial producer, unafraid of 
competition and wanting the bar- 
riera in foreign countries low- 
ered for our exports, In addl- 
tion to Mr. Villard the heads of 
our leading bank and our most 
important industry look for freer 
trade. Bngland, Mexico, Haiti 
and a host of other countries 
are looking for “protection.” If 
the ITO is to fulfill its function 
well it will have to pay atten- 
tion to their fears, and will have 
to work toward the development 
of the smaller nations many of 
whom suspect our altruism. 
There is no doubt, though, that 
they would have greater eonfi- 
dence in ua if a few men of Mr, 
Villard’s caliber and outlook 
were put into the policy posts of 
our foreign service.

T HESE two volumes offer an 
interesting contrast. Mrs. 
Buck's collection of short 

stories, several of which deal 
with the Far East, contains the 
well-tooled products of an expert 
and popular professional. Mr. 
Schoyer’s book is less smooth, 
but he is trying to do much the 
same sort of thing. He is much 
less successful in making his 
story hang together and progress 
swiftly; but in the individual 
scenes, he is often much more 
successful than his more expert 
elder colleague. : 

Both writers are interested in 
satirizing the obtuse Westerner 
in his contacts with the Far 
East. Mr, Schoyer’s villain is 
high brass, a major who rapid« 
ly becomes a colonel by stealing 
the work of other men. His 
dishonesty is the least appalling 
truth about him. It’s his 
dullness, his shrewd stupidity, 
that Mr. scRoyer makes the 
moat of; and there are some 
scenes bitten in acid, which 
catch just the quality the author 
is trying to get. The hero, not 
at all a worshiper of the god- 
dess of getting on, supplies the 
contrast. His love affair with.a 
Chinese girl is sympathetically 
managed. I think one learns more 
about China from this novel than 
from Mrs. Buck's stories. P 

For one thing, Mrs. Buck is 
too obvious, You know exactly 
what line she will take and how 
she will take it. She is so in- 
terested in swift-moving fiction 
that she fails to exploit the pos- 
sibilities of a altuation. 

This is not to suggest that 
Mr. Schoyer has nothing to learn 
from Mrs. Buck—but it is main- 
ly the matter of technical adroit- 
ness, From Mr, Schoyer, Mra, 
Buck might learn something too 
—to go a little slower, to char- 
acterize her people without typ- 
ing them so rigidly, to penetrate.

litions which have risen to power 
in the Balkan nations and Po- 
land. 

The Milan meeting touched off 
rumors that the Cominform 
planned a vast combined atrike 
wave in Italy and France, Similar 
rumors circulated several weeks 
ago when both countries were 
gripped by strikes, but such a 
widespread operation did not ma- 
terialize. 

(In Paris, the Communist news- 
paper L’Humanite characterized 
as entirely untrue a report by the 
rightist newspaper’ L'Intranai- 
geant that the Milan meeting plot- 
ted an April 15 uprising in north- 
ern Italy to set up an “independ- 
ent popular republic” with Yugo- 


During the last week the Com- 
munists shouted against the stop- 
gap aid program, the Marshall 
plan, the sending of marines to 
United States Navy ships in the 
Mediterranean, Premier de Gas- 
peri’s foreign policy and the Vati- 
can. . 

Countering the Communist cam- 
paign, the Government announced 
a national subscription for “winter 
nid” to jobless and at the same 
time warned that it would not 
countenance interference by strik- 
ers and demonstrators with the 
rights of others. 

The Government also announced

A field house crowd announced

Forced to Take Long Shots. 

Always tough for any team, no 
matter how great, during the last 
decade and a half, the Aggies 
jumped to a 19-12 half time lead.

Holy Cross, Minnesota, Missouri 
and all the others never had head- 
ed the Bills at half time.

ILLIS JOHNSON, secretary

DES MOINES, Jan. 10 (AP)—Wild-ducks are dying by the thou- 


oms in western Iowa, The deaths 


are the result of internal lead poisoning for which there is no known 


antidote, 


Reis Tuttle, outdoor editor of 
the Des Moines Sunday Register 
reported today on a survey of the 
situation, He said at least 1000 
to 2500 ducks were dead or dying 
at Forney’s stough in southwest 
Iowa and hundreds more at Blue 


Lake farther north. Most of the 
dead ducks are mallards. 

Tuttle gave this report: 

The lead poisoning is brought 
on when healthy ducks in search 
of food or gravel swallow spent 
shot which they have picked up 
from the bottoms of marshes and 
lakes, A single No, 5 or No. 
shot, absorbed into the duck’'s 
bloodstream, can cause death, 

The lead in the bloodstream 
brings about a creeping paralysis 
which causes the wings to droop 
until the bird is unable to fly. The 
breast wastes away, the’ digestive 
tract finally is affected, and the 
bird dies, even though food is 
plentiful and his crop is filled 
with grain. 

Although lead poisoning kills 
thousands of ducks each year, 
most of the deaths normally oc- 
cur in the South. The heavy toll 
in Iowa is unusual). It is attributed 
to mild weather which has caused 
ducks to remain to feed on grain 
in the open fields and to the low 
water stages which have de 
dormant shot more easily aWhil- 
able to the ducks, 
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Autopsies performed by game 
officials on dozens of the western 
Iowa ducks invariably showed 
they had one or more lead shot 
in their gizzards. Death usually 
occurs from three to four weeks 
after a duck has swallowed the 
shot, 

Game biologists report no meth- 
od of treatment or care has been 
found which can savé a duck once 
it has swallowed the shot, 

Ammunition manufacturers have 
been searching for a substitute 
for lead shot pellets, but. Maj, C. 
Stewart Comeaux, secretary of the 
Sporting Arms and Manufac- 
tures’ Institute in New York 
City, advised Tuttle that “up to 
the present time no satisfactory 
substitute has been found for 
lead.” 


The University of Minnesota, 
which has been seeking a substi- 
tute since 1936 as a wildlife con- 
servation measure, reported it had 
found an alloy of lead with one- 
half to one per cent magnesium 
which will not poison ducks and 
which has been produced as drop- 
shot experimentally on a minia- 
ture scale in a commercial shot 
tower, The university said its 
test results had been submitted to 
the ammunition industry for fur- 
ther study as to its commercial 
adaptability,

purify college athletics adopted to- 
day by the N.C.A.A., is as follows: 

"Section 1. Principle of ama- 
teurism. An amateur sportsman 
is one who engages in sports for 
the physical, mental or social 
benefits he derives therefrom, and 
to whom the sport is an avoca- 
tion. Any college athlete who takes 
or is promised pay in any form 
for participation in athletics does 
not meet this definition of an 
amateur. : 

“Section 2. Principle of institu- 
tional control and responsibility. 
The control and responsibility for 
the conduct of both intercollegiate 
and intramural athletics shall, in 
the last analysis, be exercised by 
the institution itself. 

“Section 3. Principles of sound 
academic standards.

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MISSISSIPPI GOVERNOR 
WOULD END HIS MB 


Wants Secret State Police 
Replaced by Permanent, 
Uniformed Agency. 


r JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 10 (AP) 
~—~Gov. Fielding L. Wright wants 


the Missiasippi Legislature to re- 
place his “secret” state police force 
with a permanent, uniformed 
agency. 

In an interview yesterday, 
Wright said he would not ask 
the chamber to continue the tem- 
porary Mississippi Bureau of In- 
vestigation which it created, on 


his request, at a labor-opposed 
especial session last November. 

Opponents of the MBI labeled 
it a “Gestapo.” Set up to curb 
violence growing out of a long 
bus drivers’ strike, the bureau 
permits its members to be uniden- 
tified and authorizes them to in- 
vestigate any cases they consider 
to involve violence. They can ar- 
rest without warrants. 

The MBI, Wright said, “has ac- 
complished its purpose, When it 
was created, the shooting at 
busses carrying the public 
stopped.” 

Explaining the purposes of the 
agency, Wright asserted: “The 
people who are critical of the MBI 
and its powers never stop to real- 
ize that it is Ike the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, which 
has been operating for years.” 

A $100,000 fund appropriated 
for operation of the force will 
end 60 days after the close of the 
present biennium, June 30. The 
Governor said-he would not ask 
for additional funds, , 

The permanent, uniformed law 
enforcement agency he is recom- 
mending, Wright said, would be 
empowered to assist local law en- 
forcement agencies on their re- 
quest or on petition from citizens. 
Its capacities would include in- 
forcement of the state prohibition 
lavy which is not covered in the 
scope of the present MBI. The 
‘mew force, he added, would not be 
a secret-membership group.

OLD AND NEW OF DEEP SOUTH 
FOUND IN MISSISSIPPI 


Jackson, state capital of Mis- 
sissippi and “Crossroads of the 
South,” offers visitors and tour- 
ists an interesting blend of the 
old and the new of Deep South 
culture. 

Founded in 1821, a thriving rail- 
road terminus a few years later 
and a battlefield four times dur- 
ing the War Between the States, 
Jackson still has moonlight and 
magnolias, but in recent years 
has been concentrating on ma- 
chines and manpower, as a re- 
markable industrialization of the 
community has taken place. 
Among the things visitors find 
interesting in Jackson are: 

Two capitol buildings, one com- 
pleted in 1839, the other in 1903. 
The latter, known as the New 
Capitol, houses a large museum 
which is visited annually by 
thousands. The Governor’s Man- 
sion, located in the heart of the 
bustling downtown area, in itself 
typifies the unique combihation of 
ante bellum charm and twentieth 
century modernity which are 
Jackson. Surrounded by sky- 
scrapers, the mansion’s white col- 
umned dignity and beautiful gar- 
dens date back to 1842. Battlefield 
Park, which covers the site of 
one of the four battles over Jack- 
son during the Civil War. Earth- 
works and field pieces of this bat- 
tleground are atill preserved. The 
only completed section of the 
Natchez. Trace Parkway, a 
mile section of beautiful drive and 
camp sites, stretching northeast 
from Jackson. 

Jackson’s location at the exact 
geographic center of the state 
makes it the logical point from 
which other places in Mississippi 
can be easily reached. A few 
minutes away over Mississippi’s 
modern $100,000,000 highway sys- 
tem are Natchez, Vicksburg, the

The Church-Building Preacher 


When the Rev. A. L. Cox Thinks'a New House of Worship 
ls Needed, Members of His Baptist Congregation Find 
Themselves Doing Manual Labor Until Job Is Finished

NE thing about the Rev. A. L. 
Cox, when he thinks a churth 
needs to. be built, he hauls off 
and builds it. Some ministers 
might worry about such things as 
building funds and other seeming 
obstacles, but not the Rev, Cox. 
He j looks the situation over, 
says, “Come on, let's get going,” or 
words to that effect, and the. first 
thing his congregation knows 
they're sitting down to meeting in 
a brand-new church, 
Furthermore, compared to the 
indebtedness which usually hangs 
over a congregation with a new 
church, the Rev. Cox’s congrega- 
tiog are comparatively free of 
debt. Because the Rev. Cox has 
a system. He sees no reason why, 
if a congregation wants. a church 
bad enough, they shouldn’t pitch 
in and help build it. 


This idea sometimes catches the 
church members a little off bal- 
ance, but once they get the idea 
and into the spirit of the thing, 
the results are amazing. .-Women 
find themselves carrying bricks 
and little children find themselves 
carrying water and handing nails 
to the menfolks while they put 
the church together. They com- 
bine work with fun, and they 
get the job done. 

The latest demonstration of the 
Rev. Cox’s ability as a builder is 
now rapidly nearing completion at 
Murphysboro, Ill. It is the Elm 
Street Baptist Church, a hand- 
some brick structure with an au- 
ditorlum 45 by 75 feet and a two- 
ree education building 40 by 80 
eet. 

The church, according to an 
architect's estimate, should have 
cost $100,000 or more, But the 
cost to the Rev, Cox and his group 
was something under $80,000, and 
when it is finished they will owe 
less than $20,000 on it. 

Sitting off to one side and glight- 
ly behind the new church is the 
wooden, shanty-like building which 
for many years served as a meet- 
ing place for the small congre- 
gation of the Elm Street Baptist 
Church, The church was founded 
in 19383 by a small.band of South- 
ern Baptists, who were brought 
together by a traveling minister

who held meetings ina tent. The 
‘Northern Baptists, of whom there 
are many-in Murphysboro, had. a 
large and well-established church, 
but the Southern Baptists had 
none. 

' When they were organized they 
built the frame ‘church. The mem- 
bership grew to 189 and stayed 
there. If they had had a church 
it might have continued to grow, 
but the frame affair proved un- 
inviting to Southern Baptist fam- 
ilies who moved to town, so they 
went to the Northern Baptist 
church, 

This was the situation when the 
church called the Rev. Cox from 
Harrisburg, Ill., to occupy its pul- 
pit. Although they didn’t say as 
much, there is little doubt they 
had heard of gome of the things 
he had accomplished in the way 
of building churches. 

He built his first church in 
Benton, Ill, in 1935, which was 
right in the depths of the depres- 
sion. But things like depressions 
don’t seem to affect the Rev. Cox. 
In fact, nothing seems to affect 
him when he has the church 
building bug. Only 46 years old 
now, the pastor is a lean, long- 
faced. man with a strong jaw, a 
look of determination in his eye 
and a persuasive manner. 

~ 
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HEN he built the church 

at Benton, his depression- 

pinched followers had no 
building fund at all.. They went 
to the brickyard and bought 
bricks individually, a handful at 
a time and carried them in 
their arms to the site of the new 
church. They bought’ lumber the 
same way, a few boards at a time, 
and carried it to the building site, 
Then they went to work with their 
hands, building as the small sup- 
ply accumulated. 

The clergyman erected a tent in 
a vacant lot across the street and 
made a proposition to his congre- 
gation. 

“I told them that every. day

they worked on the church, I'd 
preach that night,” he says. “They 
kept me preaching for 60 straight 
nights.” 


It took the church members a 
a and a half to do it, but they 
uilt the church, 


Next he went to Ridgway, Ill., a 
town of 1200 people, where his 
congregation was mostly farmers, 
They pitched and built them- 
selves @ church for a little. better 
than $10,000, At Grahamville, Ky., 
where he went next, the job was:a 
little complicated, involving mov- 
ing and remodeling the church, 
The building had to be moved two 
and a half miles out of an ordi- 
nance area. Building movers were 
employed to do the actual moving, 
but the members took advantage 
of the opportunity to dig a base- 
ment on the new site, and when 
the church was in place the mem- 
bers remodeled it, as well as doin 
all the common labor incidental 
to the moving job. 
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N 1945, the Rev. Cox found him- 

self in Energy, Ill., a suburb of 

Herrin. And, as usual, he found 
himself confronted with a church 
building job. In this case he set 
out first to raise a building fund, 
At every service, after the usual 
collection had been made, the pas- 
tor left his pulpit, went down 
among the congregation and per- 
sonally made’ a collection of his 
own, earmarked for the building 
fund. He made it plain that he 
didn’t want anything but folding 
money, and he got it, a dollar here, 
a couple of dollars there. 

“I just went out in the congre- 
gation and took their money,” the 
preacher grins. 


“They used to say,” Mrs. Cox 
put in with a laugh, “that when 
A. In takes the collection, he 
really takes it.” 

At Energy, the church mem- 
bers dug the basement, helped 
with the concrete work and the 
carpentry work. ~They soon had 
a church. ~ 

So, when the clergyman was 
called to Murphysboro last April, 
he was secure not only in the 
knowledge that you can ild' a 
church if you want to bad enough, 
but also in the knowledge of how 
to go about it without spending 
a fortune. 

He arrived in Murphysboro 
April 15, and on May 28 the first 
shovel of dirt was turned toward 


digging the basement. 


: ly first reaction when I came 
heret Things looked pretty bad,” 
says the Rev. Cox. “That little 
old frame building sittin’ there 
on the corner. Looked bad, but it 
was challenging. But I knew I 
had done it before, and I could 
do it. again.”

E wasted ‘no. time, He learned 

that the congregation had for 

years been rather wistfully 
building up and hoarding a smal! 
building fund. They were just 
waiting for someone to show 
them the way. 

“There’s no use waiting any 
longer, we might as well get 
started,” the clergyman § said. 
Whereupon he went out and 
bought 5000 bricks on credit and 
had them stacked on the corner 
in ffont of the church, 

The congregation was a trifle 
startled at the sight when they 
gathered next Sunday. They 
werent used to such fast work. 
When the minister mounted to 
the. pulpit, he said: “Piled out in 
front are the first 5000 bricks 
which will be used in our new 
church. Now, who wants to have 
the honor of paying “or them”? 

There Was a & ghtly stunned 
silence, which was broken by T. 
J. Keller, a dealer in farm imple- 
ments. He volunteered to pay for 
the bricks. This was all it took 
to release the congregation's fi- 
nancial inhibitions, A flood of 
donations followed.

They had to employ union brick- 
layers and union electritians, of 
course, but even these union men, 
let the church members help them, 
since they were receiving no pay 
for their efforts. 


Women and children carried 
bricks ‘to the bricklayers. The 
men helped lay the concrete’foun- 
dation and assisted the electri- 
cians insofar as they were able. 
The Rev. Cox enlisted the aid of 
Ray Williams, who had worked 
with him ‘on the church at Energy, 
as superintendant; and Williams 
marshaléd the energies of the 
amateurs and kept things moving. 


The paid carpenters, in addition 
to doing the work they were paid 
for, showed the beginners how to 
nail down floors, nail on composi- 
tions walls and other’ such jobs. 
E the workers would atart arriv- 

ing, the men from their regular 
jobs, the women and children from 
their- homes. The men. changed to 
overalls, the women wore old 
dresses, becausé there was work 
to be done, © 
“The women pitched in and 
helped with. the: manual lJabor— 
some of them even learned to 
drive nails—until it began to get 
dark. Then they would leave it to 
the men and atart getting out the 
baskets. of food they had brought. 
Lights, which had been strung 
across the church lawn, were 
turned on above the tables, and 
suppér was laid out for everyone. 
When they had eaten, both. men

Such energy and devotion to a 
task couldn’t help but impress 


the people of Murphysboro, They 
became infected with it.

In another 60 days, the paator 
predicts, everything will be com- 
plete. They are still laying some 
concrete in the furnace room, 
putting wall board on the Sunday 
school assembly®rooms, and wait- 
ing for the furnace, the pews 
and sevéral stdined glass win- 
dows to arrive. 

The congregation dreams too, 
of a pipe organ. But they fear 
it’s beyond thelr means, But 
they have a set of electtonic 
chimes, which were donated by 
the Rev. Cox's brother, a business 
man of Carmi, Ill.,,in honor of 
their mother. 

And when Mrs, Cox plays them,

The Traffic Problem

HE big issue this year will be which party offers us 
Tis most parking space. New York City figures out a 
mechanical picnic ground for bent fenders fifteen miles 
from your destination, You park your car in the suburbs and 


join a Conga line going south for the winter, One manu- 


facturer is making cars so short he will soon be using an 
arch supporter for a chassis and selling them by the pair. 
But even a midget car takes up room at the curb. What 
traffig needs is a motor car that folds up like a violin stand. 
We require space more than long hair, The bicycle was an 
ideal weapon of transportation because it took up less room 
than an ant in the rain. So why not combine the motor and 
the sprocket for municipal use? Park five miles from the 
office and finish the macadamized safari on your bicycle. 
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ALL THE PRESIDENTIAL candidates talk about war, labor, 
depreciation, misunderstandings, good neighbor policy, con- 
gestion, production and man hours. But they ignore parking, 
which containg a little of every subject mentioned, The diffi- 
culty may be due to the American school of free-wheeling. 
Even in the continent of Africa with a thousand miles of 
amphibian terrace we lost millions of hub caps on the beach- 
heads.

Every day, 25 shoppers like 
this woman cover St. Louis, 
They are employes of the Will- 
mark Service 


which has its local offices in 


the Arcade Building, It is their 
duty to check on all types of 
services, from chain groceries 
and filling stations to luxurious 
hotels, They shop in‘drug stores 
and specialty stores. They check 
on eaters and de ent 
stores, They sometimes shop in 
pairs but most often, they work 
alone, 

St. Louls stores and hotels 
have one problem in common, 
the shoppers’ reports show. 
The can’t find enough cour- 
teous, alert employes. Accord- 
ing to Daniel Lang, division 
manager, and Henry D’Amato, 
St. Louls office manager, the 
average hotel and store employe 
has a very low rating these 


days. 
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“It's really dismal,” said 
D'Amato, rolling his eyes ceil- 
ingward, ,“Or maybe you'd 
rather say that the situation 
stems from a lack of effort. 
Anyhow, the employes just 
don't care.” : 

In all fairness, D'Amato add- 
ed that things have improv 
within the past year. The chié 
reason for this, he explained, is 
that stores and hotels have 
their personnel rs 
working hard at the problem. 
In addition, some of the stores 


have started training programs . 


for all employes, based on sug- 
estions made by Willmark, 
hese programs are proving 
effective. 

“The decline in courtesy and 
real salesmanship began with 
Pearl Harbor,” D'Amato said. 
“And things didn't take a turn 
for the better when the war 
ended, Judging by our reports, 
a lot of people think the war is 
still on,” 

Willmark shoppers never 
snoop nor criticize, contrary to 
the belief of many salespeople. 
As soon as they have made a 
Ewerite or tested a service, 
hey fill out a report which 
never varies in form, There is 
no room for comment and none 
is ever given. The shopper 
merely answers the questions 
and goes on to the next assign- 
ment. 

The questions in themselves 
are revealing. One question 
reads: 

“Sales person's expression

pleasant on approaching?” And 
others: “Hair neat? othing 
neat? ‘Fingernails clean? Was 
Sp chewing gum, smoking on 
duty?” | 

In all, there are 100 ques- 
tions which must be answered. 
So successful have these ques- 
tionnaireg proved that nearly 
all stores and hotels of any 
size in St. Louis subscribe to 
the Willmark Service. 

The firm, which has branch 
offices in 383 cities services 
over 5000 cities in the United 
States. It was founded in New 
York by William and Mark 
Bernstein in 1917. William was 
a service manager for United 
Cigar Stores and Mark held a 
similar position with Liggett’s. 
They decided to pool their ef- 
forts and go into business, with 
the aim of teaching better sell- 
ing methods and devising store 
rules to cut down dishonesty. 

To improve selling methods, 
they have devised an educa- 
tional program for salespeople 
which includés a monthly bulle- 
tin titled “The Sales Blazer.” 

“Wake up your sales person- 
ality with a pleasant attitude!” 
the bulletin blazes one month. 
Or, it may afinounce: “Only 
sales parrots say ‘Anything 
else?’” 
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They have also developed 
methods of handling cash which 
reduce temptation to a mini- 
mum, If stores only followed 
.these rules rigidly, dishonesty 
would not be a ‘problem, the 
Bernsteins believe. The broth- 
ers feel that the average sales 
person is essentially honest and 
will succumb only if theft is 
made easy. Stores should be 
dowbly vigilant then, both to 
prevent loss of valuable prop- 
erty and to keep honest men 
from turning into thieves. 

The firm has found that t- 
ing a sign which reads: “This 
store serviced by Willmark 
Service System, Inc.” is condu- 

'cive to keeping employes on 
their toes. Employes are given 
to thinking that they can spot 
Willmark shoppers, 2 area By 
ment manager in a larre_ 
Louis store told a Willm 
representative that he saw the 
sheppers in the store twice a 
week. The representative did 
not tell him that Willmark, by 
terms of its contract, serviced

that particular store once a 
month. 

There are several good rea- 
sons why the shoppers are hard 
to spot, For one thing, they 
look so much like your Aunt 
Nellie that chances are, you'd 
never give them a_i second 
thought. They are inconspicu- 
ous people who dress inconspic- ° 
uously. They are the kind of 

eople who could sit in some- 

dy's waiting room for several 
hours without anyone taking 
notice, 

A second good reason is that 
Willmark shoppers do a good 
deal of traveling. After a two 
months’ training period, they 
hit the road and from there on, 
their starting point sees little 
of them, Shoppers are shifted 
all over the United States on 
assigranents. This tends to con- 
fuse salespeople who think they 
are good at picking out shop- 
pers, Just when they think they 
have a bead on one, bang! she 
vanishes. 
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Most of the shoppers are 
women but there are some male 
shoppers. Not long ago, one of 
them stepped into a men’s 
clothing store here. His curi- 
osity was piqued by the fact 
that two identical pairs of 
trousers were priced different- 
ly. One pair was marked ib or 
and the other $6.98. So he asked 
a salesman how come, 

“Don’t ask me, buddy,” said 
the Sp. “I just work here.” 

Buddy promptly hustled out 
of the store and turned in his 
report. 

Frequently, Willmark shop- 
pers spend several days at a 
hotel, checking all phaseg of 
service and testing the cour- 
tesy of employes. One such 
shopper who walked into a 
hotel coffee shop was some- 
what taken aback when a 
waitress greeted her with: 

“Honey, you look like you 
could use a bromo-seltzer.” 

The Willmark records do not 
show that the shopper took the 
bromo, but she did take a pow- 
der in order to turn in a fast 
report. 

n testing St. Louis services, 
the average Willmark shopper 
spends from $75 to $100 in a 
day. The merchandise she buys 
is turned back to the stores, 
of course. All Willmark em- 
ployes are bonded. 

In addition to the shopping

service, Willmark also does 
business surveys of any type. 
A recent survey of a large re- 
tail store’s business turned up 
some interesting figures. Of 
customers lost to the store, 78 
per cent could be traced direct- 
ly to careless or inefficient 
salespeople. Ignorance of mer- 
chandise accounted for 26 per 
cent of the customers who 
walked out never to return, In- 
difference accounted for an- 
other 15 per cent. Improper 
handling of trade totaled 12 
per cent, whole unfamiliarity 
with stock took 7 per cent, Im- 
patience with the customer 
added up to 5 per cent and 
insolence to another 5 per cent. 

Unkept promises accounted 
for 3 per cént and a haughty 
attitude on the part of sales- 
persons for the last 6 per cent. 

These are the major faults 
in selling, Willmark experts 
say.: In many subtle ways, 
sales persons unwittingly an- 
tagonize customers and spoil 
sales, Willmark shoppers are 
never obstreperous but they 
are frequently somewhat an- 
noying. When a purchase is 
wrapped and the sale com- 
pleted, they think of yr ery | 
else they would like. Or, whe 
they have bought the red coat, 
they decide they would rather 
have the gray one. Then they 
check the salesman’s reaction. 
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The successful Willmark 
shopper buys for Willmark 
just.as she would for herself, 
D'Amato and Lang say. She 
is instructed to. report things 
just ag she fir.ds them. She is 
concerned with surroundings 
as well as with people. She 
reports the condition of the 
interiors of stores and hotels. 
Even a cigarette burn in a 
carpet does not escape her 
sharp eye. 

But people are her first con- 
cern, always. Stores are for- 
ever anxious to prevent inci- 
dents like one which occurred 
in an air-conditioned St. Louis 
store last summer. A shopper 
walked in and remarked to a 
salesiady that she was very 
lucky indeed to be working in 
such a nice cool store on such 
a nasty hot day. 2

HE Hereford calf, on sweet 

mountain pasture, stopped his 

feeding at his mother’s side 
and turned to stare downwind. 
The breeze rustied the far aspens; 
wheezed through pines flanking 
the pasture, The calf's tufted tail 
twitched and he stood taut, his 
coat bristling warily. 

Then it happened. A black bear, 
his head swinging its grim men- 
ace, appeared through the pines 
and came straight for the calf. 
The Hereford dam, 1200 meaty 
pounds of her, tried to whirl to an 
abrupt defense. But she wasn't 
quick enough; nor was the calf, in 
his efforts to dodge. The bear, 
bent on the kill, sank his jaws in 
the calf’s throat. A frantic calf- 
cry pierced the crisp air—then 
was stilled, The bear, grimly drag- 
ging his loot, backed off towards 
the pines. The dam bawled twice; 
echoing the far peaks. But her 
calf was gone; the comfort of his 
suckle spent. Her loss was great— 
but the calf’s owner’s was greater. 

For the bear, predatory menace 
of mountain gold on the hoof, was 
making his meal on a critter des- 
tined to bring his breeder up to 
$50,000 come maturity. The catas- 
trophe has happened more than 
once to Fred DeBerard, Colorado's 
Rocky Mountain Middle Park top 
Hereford rancher,

And 
Fred DeBerard, whose Royal H. 
Domino 43d took the Grand Cham- 
pion purple ribbon at the Chicago 
show a year ago, heads that envi-

land, DeBerard’s home ranch 
lies about a mile out of Kremm- 
ling, Colo. The house, free of 
swank, is a two-story white frame 
set in a back drop of elm and 
cottonwood. The barns are of 
thick log—the corrals high and 
sturdy. Jagged peaks of the Gore 
Range crowd the horizon at the 
ranche’s back, carrying patches 
of snow 12 months of the year. 
The air is crisp, the pasture thick 
and rich; which prompted De- 
Berard, back in 1913, to choose it 
as his Hereford locale. 

Then a financially hard-pressed 
farmer from Rockford, Ill., he was 
“casing” the Omaha (Neb.) stock 
show, where he saw some prize 
Herefords which had been fat- 
tened in Middle Park. He told his 
wife: “If pasture up there will do 
that to a Hereford, it’s where we 
belong. Because I intend to breed 
Herefords,” 3 

She gave him a doubtful look. 
“Breeding Herefords, considering 
their cost, is a rich man’s game,” 
she told him slowly. “Even if we 
had the pasture—how could we 
buy the cattle?” But DeBerard 
shrugged. By April, with Middle 
Park deep in snow, he was there 
to “sink roots.” And he had ideas 
—about building a top Hereford 
herd, 

He went to work in a Kremm- 
ling blacksmith shop, to accumu- 
late a stake, Living a short piece 
west of town on the small pasture 
and hay land he’d bought, he made 
friends of the townspeople, who 
were impressed with his ambition 
and force, Before long he'd se- 
cured a loan, using the critters he 
intended buying as security, and 
bought a small herd of good grade 
Herefords, His backers were 
shocked, and a bit frightened, 
though, at the price he paid for 
them; $15 more a head than any 
of his Hereford rancher neighbors

had ever considered necessary. 
But DeBerard only smiled know- 
ingly.. He said, “The better the 
dam—the better the calf; the bet- 
ter the calf, the better bull he’ll 
make,” 


Then he proceeded, in 1918, to 
purchase—by a further loan—five 
show heifers and two pure-bred 
bulls at the Denver National 
Western Stock Show. Those, with 
18 more head purchased a month 
later in North Park, were the 
nucleus of his present herd. DeBe- 
rard—who now ships breeder bulls 
into South America and Old Mex- 
ico, and recently moved 15,000 
calves, at top prices, into Canada— 
was thus launched in the Hereford 
breeding business. 
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O him, as to most Hereford 
ranchers, breeding Herefords is 

a fascinating game. But unlike 
many of his competitors, DeBe- 
rard raises both breeders and feed- 
ers. The breeders are the pure- 
bred—intended for entry and sale 
at the country’s leading stock 
shows. These he coddles, on pas- 
ture and in barn and corral, like 
a doe coddies her fawn. Since 
Herefords are bred for meat, not 
milk, their calves don’t thrive on 
their dams’ suckle—except during 
the first few weeks. So DeBerard 
puts a pure-bred calf on a “nurse 
cow”"—one of a herd of Holsteins 
that he keeps for the purpose. 
Eight months of her rich and 
lentiful milk gives a pure-bred 
ereford an amazingly fine start. 
And the “nurse” pasture is now in 
the lee of the ranch house—under 
constant guard against predators. 
A Middle Park pure-bred’s diet 
is carefully scheduled for a year 
before a showing, when, according 
to the American Hereford Associa- 
tion, his age must be under three 
years. He is pastured, of course, 
on rich mountain grass; and part 
of his diet is mountain hay. To 
supplement that he gets oats, bran, 
barley, and corn. When cotton 
cake is available he has a spring 
ration of that, And getting him or 
her—to the show is no small task. 
DeBerard trucks hig show stock 
into Kremmling, then ships by box 
car, Two men accompany each car 
load, east as far as Chicago or 
west as far as San Francisco's 
Cow Palace. The men bunk in one 
end of the box car, with an oc- 
casional gab-fest in the caboose 
with the train men. They eat at 
way stations or on purchased 
sandwiches and fruit juice. But 
always they are alert, watering 
and feeding their prize charges, 
keeping the box car temperature 
right, and stilling the critters’ 
restlessness with the cussing jar- 
gon prevalent to cow-men, Once 
arrived at the show, each heifer 
and bull must be put under the 
wash rack and assigned to a stall.

O salt-water sailor ever gets a 

more thorough ‘dunking’ than 

a prize Hereford bull. He is 
soaped, scrubbed and rinsed to a 
fine gleam. His hoofs are sanded 
and polished, and his coat dressed 
to a bright glisten with a form of 
brilliantine called coat-bloom, 
which is applied with a wool cloth, 
Most Herefords have curly coats; 
the few which don’t, are given a 
*‘Scotchman’s Twist’ — a curl done 
with the deft turn of a comb. And 
it igs amusing, to the observant 
non-rancher, to see a handler 


‘show’ his bull while in stall, For 


he is constantly kicking the straw, 
always thick in the bull’s tempor- 
ary bivouac, to reach high against 
his short legs. It’s sort of ‘owner 
finesse,’ since the shorter the legs 
the better the bull, and such deep- 
kicked straw makes them appear 
even shorter than their average 14 
to 16 inches, Just watch the han- 
dlers at the next Hereford show 
you visit.

HE ‘feeders’ DeBerard raises 

come of registered bulls and 

Hereford grade cows., They are 
intended for ‘show’ or market at 
eight months. They ar@ raised 
in pasture—summer and winter— 
with supplementary tossings of 
mountain hay. You'd think their 
going would be rugged, in an 
occasional two feet of snow; but 
except for the winter calves— 
those foaled from December 
through March, and which are 
kept inside—they thrive on it. 
Since the winter climate is frigid, 
with ice crusting the creeks and 
springs, the pastured stock must 
be watered by bucket, no small 
winter chore. Before shipping, 
as feeder beef, the feeder bull 
calves are castrated—or ‘steered’ 
—and each calf carries a tattoo 
on its left ear, punched with red 
ink and listing its dam and its 
aire. Such car loads of feeder 
calves have taken hundreds of 
ribbons for DeBerard at such 
shows as the Chicago, Omaha, 
Ogden Utah, Denver National 
Western, and along the weat 
coast. At a recent showing of 
grade calves in Chicago two car- 
loads of DeBerard's feeder calves 
(20 to the load) won the grand 
championship over all breeds, 
then sold at record breaking 
prices, 

Hereford bulls, if pastured to- 
gether, are more docile than 
moat breeder stock; perhaps due 
to their solid bulk and weight, 
But occasionally there is a good 
fight. Like the day DeBerard, in 
unloading a pure-bred bull from 
a truck, accidentally turned him 
to pasture with two semi-friendly 
bulls. The new bull charged one 
of the pair. The third bull 
whirled, then lunged to catch the 
new bull under his white brisket 
and toss him over backwards— 
breaking the bull's horn, De 
Berard said, “That ruined him 
for show. I sold him—shipping 
him to Oregon for breeding.” 

But show bulls spend a great 
part of their days under cover, 
each tethered in a separate straw 
filled stall. There they munch 
hay and eye their handlers with 
a wary friendliness. They are 
beautiful to observe, exciting to 
stroke; for their coats are curled 
silk, their sides a rich bulge of 
tenderloin. Not destined to be 
eaten, but to sire top-grade beef, 
they seem to assume a soft air 
of disdain. You can fondle a bull 
on the curled snow of his face; 
admire his bulk at your leisure. 
He will even flick his thick tail, 
as if preening—and you can al- 
most see him thinking, “I'm worth 
more money than many men 
make in a life time!”

HE one paramount aim of each 

Hereford rancher is to improve 

his herd. DeBerard, like other 
Middle Park champion Hereford 
ranchers, is on the constant look- 
out for fresh, and better, bull and 
heifer blood. (Although how can 
you get better than Grand Cham- 
pion of Show?) He makes all of 
the big sales (like the Thornton 
sale in Gunnison, Colo., last fall), 
and buys, as well as sells, at the 
shows in which he enters atock, 
Refusing $30,000 for his champion- 
ship bull, Domino 43rd—since he 
wanted to breed Domino himself 
on his top mountain ranch—he 
recently paid $9000. for a young 
bul calf and $8750 for a young 
heifer. Such purchases naturally 
hold an element of risk—due to 
the stock’s undeveloped age, But 
DeBerard has, in turn, sold a 
single bull calf for as much as 
$15,000. 

Some times a prize critter will 
catch cold, usually due to a quick 
change of temperature en route to 
or from a stock meet. Then he is 
segregated quickly, and hurried 
treatment is applied. Steamers are 
set going, to ease his tight 
wheeze, and a heavy woo! blanket 
is tossed snug over his coat, He

over him. DeBerard, when his 
own knowledge has failed him, 
has sent more than 100 miles for 
expert advice and aid. For one 
spares no time or trouble when 
$30,000 threatens to drop dead in 
a stall. 
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by the time he’s two years old, 

must be registered with the 
American Hereford Association, 
which regulates all of the National 
shows and formulates the ‘classes’ 
for show stock, And choosing the 
bull calves to develop as breeders 
is no small chore. DeBerard rides 
his mountain herds, or stalks his 
corrals, with a wisely peeled eye. 
For while some calves will be 
‘steered’ for feeders, the most 
choice are withheld, Just how 
choice DeBerard’s have been 
through the years is demonstrated 
by the boxes of ribbons he has 
stowed in his ranch home. He has 
one banner, a good eight feet long 
and two wide, completely covered 
with the prize purple and blue. Two 
suit-size boxes hold the overflow. 
If one attempted to count them, 
it would take all'day. And while 
the ribbons mean nothing, in a 
tangible sense, they are colorful 
proof of the superior Hereford 
the mountains produce. 


' A further proof, which is mount- 
ing yearly, brings a smile to the 
Hereford ranchers’ lips. That is 
the growing influx of European 
Hereford buyers infiltrating Amer- 
ica’s major shows, many making a 
bee-line to the DeBerard — and 
/other Middle Park—ranches. Eng- 


A by the time h Hereford calf, 


\lish, Scottish, even Russian—buy- 
Jers are trying to build their herds 


with critters purchased off Colo- 
rado’s snow-swept highlands. So 
while the Hereford originated in 
England, the superior bull bred 
from him on sweet mountain pas- 
ture is going back to re-vitalize 
the original. 

“Middle Park, with its crisp air, 
lush pasture, and as fine a stand 
of rich hay as exists in the world, 
is ideal for prize Herefords,” De- 
Berard says. The amazing: suc- 
céss of such other Middle Park 
Hereford ranchers as Taussig and 
Fulscher (who collect almost as 
many blue and purple ribbons as 
DeBerard) bears out DeBerard’s 
tenet, 

But DeBerard is modest in his 
amazing success. Almost as broad 
shouldered as his bulls are wide, 
and gentle of manner for a burly 
outdoorsman, he operates his busi- 
nessa in keeping with our fast 
times, In Chicago last fall, show- 
ing feeder calves, he sold them on 
Friday, hopped a plane at two 
a.m. Saturday and strode into San 
Francisco’s Cow Palace before 
nine a.m. to show pure-breds. His 
grin ia infectious as he tells 
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about it. His grey mustache 
spreads with his smile, and his 
eyes twinkle merrily, He says 
humorously, “I like to think that 
my bulls need moral support when 
they're led into the ring.” But he 
doesn’t assume the air of a man of 
broad means, He, rather, tells of 
the days when he was hardpressed 
for cash. Days which, as you can 
enally sce, are now relica of his ag- 
gressive past, 

DeBerard, still stanch In his 
belief that Hereford breeding need 
not be a rich man’s hobby or 
game, is a firm supporter of his 
county 4H club, He is anxious to 
see his young ranch neighbors get 
their own personal atart. At the 
local rodeos or stock meets, as 
well as at National shows, he do- 
nates Hereford calves fo the 
boys’ Free Grab, and will Ypena 
long hours advising the young 
owners on raising show stock. 
Often, in his own ranch corral, he 
will have 4H calves he is helping 
feed and groom for show. And 
when one takes a ribbon, he's as 
elated as though his own critter 
had received it,

R AISING Herefords in the lee of 
the Continental Divide has its 
own special. problems, One is 
the hunters—come deer season, For 
unfortunately too many of them 
shoot at a twig’s twitch, over- 
anxious to ‘fill’ and return home 
with their antlered trophy. De- 
Berard, whose holdings are sur- 
rounded and interspersed with 
fine hunting spots, saya “There's 
never been a single season that 
T haven't lost one or more Here- 
fords. ‘Trigger happy hunters have 
cost me thousands of dollars.” 

And since Middle Park is 
sparsely settled, with countless 
isolated pined-draws and meadows 
couched in wild growth, it is easy 
for rustlers to help themselves to 
a few steers. They don’t operate 
like the old-time rustlers, of 
course; Instead they pick their 
night, then slide a lightless truck 
off the highways and up towards 
a range ‘pasture, Quietly roping 
and killing the beef, they atrip off 
the hide-perhaps bury it-——then 
drive off:with the meat. 

But a mountain Hereford ranch 
is a thiny; beautiful to see. Sturd- 
ily fencei where it touches the 
highway, the prize Herefords in 
its pastuyes seem bright spots of 
thick gold. Even at a distance you 
note the wide spread of their loins. 
They wi*l lift their heavy heads 
and the “pyre white curl of their 
faces challenge the snow caps on 
far peaks. You know you are look- 
ing at something fabulous in 
worth, and if you know cattle 
well, you draw your breath at the 
sight. For a ranch such as De- 
Berard’s is truly a spot where 
the rancher {fs a miner; where the 
nuggets he “mines” are mountain 
gold on the hoof,

HE intensive activity in the 
T recording studios during the 

last weeks of 1947 assures the 
public of a continuing supply of 
recorded music for many months 
to come, The bi companies al- 
ways prepared heir schedules 
well in advance of release dates. 
With the Petrillo cease and desist 
order going into effect on January 
1, they naturally piled up as big 
a back log as was humanly pos- 


sible. 

It will be interesting to watch 
the reactions of that part of the 
public which is attuned only to 
the music of the moment—the pro- 
duction, that is, of Tin Pan Alley, 
Broadway and Hollywood. Though 
recording has stopped, new music 
will still be composed for the 
stage and the movies. It is pos- 
sible, therefore, that the purchase 
of popular records will begin to 
decline before the present back 
log has been exhausted because 
none of the new hits yet to be 
created will be available in re- 
corded form. 

Novelty, however, plays & negii- 
gible part in the sale of art music, 
aince the repertory of the concert. 
halls and opera houses changes 
but slightly from year to year 
and shifts of taste have to be ob- 
served over a long period before 
they become apparent. Beethoven, 
Wagner and Tschaikowsky will be 
as popular two years from now as 


at the moment. Moreover, when 
the recently recorded symphonies 


and operas have been exhausted | 


the big companies can go back 
into their files and start repress- 
ing a selected list of old favorites. 
Some of these, such as Schnabel’s

Certain- 
ly present day students, not to 
mention interested laymen, would 
he fascinated by the experience of 
actually hearing performances by 
Chopin, Liszt or Paganini. 

As it is nobody can be com- 
pletely certain as to how music 
was performed more than 60 or 70 
years ago, Toscannini can speak 
with assurance about Verdi's 
“Otello” because he played in the 
orchestra when it was performed 
under the composer's supervision. 
There are also one or two living 
artists who heard Brahms per- 
form his own works and there- 
fore can express opinions about 
the definitive Brahms __atyle 
with a show of authority. But 
when it comes to music composed 
in the first part of the Nineteenth 
Century and before, interpretation 
becomes a matter of deduction 
with many opportunities of going 
wrong. There is, in fact much 
dispute about Wagner's music; it 
went on even during the lifetime 
of his widow, Cosima, who was 
the repository of the Wagner tra- 
fition and presumably knew ex- 
actly what the composer intended. 
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BUT NOTHING, not even the 
spoken or written directions of 
the composer, could ever have con- 
veyed his sense of the music with 
the definiteness of a live perform- 
ance, provided, of course, it was 
known to have the composer's ap- 
proval. If recording machines had 
existed in Bach’s day, there could 
be no dispute as to whether nu- 
ance wag allowable in the fper- 
formance of Bach's orchestral 
music. The sound of the music 
would speak for itself. 


Records of today are therefore 
records in a very literal sense and 
have an importance beyond the 
immediate pleasure they give to 
their owners and the profit they 
bring to their producers, They are 
the means of carrying on a tradi- 
tion and they should be preserved 
in forms that are indestructible-— 
enough of them, at least, to show 
future generations just how the 
important music of our pertod was 
treated by our leading interpreters. 


To be sure, the recorded per- 
formance is not wholly accurate 
and is still but a substitute for the 
real thing. Tone quality, in par- 
ticular, loses character in the proc- 
ess of reproduction. 
many elements of the performance 
—such as tempo and those aspects 
of phrasing which are affected by 
rhythm—are tompletely faithful. 
And es acoustical methods im- 
prove they will become more 60, 
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AS THIS IS A matter of public 
concern, it should not be left whol- 
ly to the commercial recording 
companies, Musical foundations 
and other great cultural institu- 
tions would do well to see that rep- 
resentative records are kept and 
that—in case of default by the 
commercial companies—-that they 
should be made by the right 
artists under the right conditions. 

If the Petrillo ban should lIast 
for years, some such action by 
public or quasi-public organiza- 
tions will become imperative. Even 
Petrillo, no doubt, would consent

LENTIL SOUP is a fine satisfy- 
ing dish, Here is how it was 
made for the noted gourmets:

The thin side over- 
bakes and the thick one under- 
bakes in the normal time allowed 
for uniform baking.

Each oven of battery is 40.5 feet long, 13 feet high, 18.5 inches wide in 
back, 15.5 inches wide in front. It is charged with 17 tons of coal at a 
time—after 15.7 hours of coking turns out nearly 12 tons of coke. Rest of 
coal is turned into gas; it is carried off for removal of tar, other by-products.

shoulders. He has poor eyesight and a short memory. 
When he takes an indoor workout by charging across his den in 
the elephant house, he always seems to forget, and apparently 
can't see, that there is a wall on the — side. The single 
horn on his nose, about a foot long on rhinos in the native state, 
has been worn down to a callus—when Harry's great bulk slams 
against the wall, the horn hits it first. 

Harry is one of the most valuable of zoo specimens. Direc- 
tor George P. Vierheller rates him second only to Bushman, the 
gorilla of Lincoln Park Zoo in Chicago. There are but three Indian 
rhinos in captivity, and Harry is the only male. The two other 
rhinos at St. Louis Zoo are females from Africa, a somewhat 
more common type with two nose-horns. 

Harry was captured in Nepal, principality of Northern India, 
by Frank Buck in 1933, and sold to the Zoo for $8800. Now 17 
years old, Harry weighs nearly 3% tons, has.a life expectancy 
of up to about 15 more years. Usually Harry is the most docile 
of creatures. His keeper, Bill Rost, brings him out of occasional 
tantrums by feeding him bananas and carrots, talking 
soothingly, playing a hose over Harry's head as a distraction.

Upon the death of a friend you should go at 
once to the house, write “With sympathy” on 
your card and leave it at the door. Or, you 
write a letter to the family. In either case you 
send flowers, addressed either to the funeral of 
(name of the deceased) or to the nearest rela- 
tive. The latter method is preferable, if the 
relative is a friend. But the former method is 
followed if the deceased alone was known. to 
you, 


On the card accompanying the flowers, and 
addressed to one of the family, you write “With 
sympathy,” or “With deepest sympathy,” or 


“With heartfelt sympathy,” or “With love and 
sympathy.” When flowers are addressed to 
the funeral of the deceased, no message is in- 
cluded. If there is a notice in the papers re- 
questing that no flowers be sent, you disregard 
it only if you are a very intimate friend. 


A very natural impulse of kindness is to send 
a few flowers with a note either immediately 
or a few days or weeks after the funeral to any 
bereaved person who is particularly in your 
thoughts. A few flowers sent from time to 
time—possibly for long afterward—are espe- 
cially’ comforting iff their assurance of con- 
tinued sympathy.
